PAPER REPORTS GANDHI TALIS WITH UAE PRESIDENT 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 May 81 pp 1, 9 
[Article by M. Shamim: "Non-Aligned Can Counter Big-Power Threat, Saye PM") 


{[Text) Abu Dhabi, May 12. While Mre Indira Gandhi, the visiting Indian Prime 
Minister, and Sheikh Zayed, President of the United Arab Emirates (UAE), today 
agreed that there should be solidarity among the nations, particularly the non- 
aligned, to save the Indian Ocean region from superpower intervention and open 
war, the official delegations of the two countries resolved to set up an Indo- 
UAE joint investment company, besides closer co-operation with each other. 


An official spokesman said that neither yesterday nor today did Mrs Gandhi dis- 
cuss any bilateral issues with the UAE President. The two leaders met today for 
two hours in the most friendly and cordial atmosphere and exchanged general 
views on the international situation. They also talked about the policies and 
aims of the superpowers in the Indian sub-continent. 


Both leaders reviewed the problews of security from the regional point of view. 
They were of the opinion that the problems of security of countries in a region 
were closely inter-linked. 


The main thrust of the talks was that the countries in the region could withstand 
any superpower intervention and avert "open war" only through solidarity and 
strengthening of the non-aligned movement. 


In this regard, Mrs Gandhi dealt with India's relations with her two neighbours-- 
Pakistan and Bangladesh. She said India was "genuinely interested in seeing 
that both the countries were strong." 


She also reiterated her stand on the arms build-up in Pakistan, while agreeing 
that Pakistan should have adequate arms supply. "India deplores anything that 
would lead to the aggravation of the situation and our area being used by others," 
she added. 





The UAE President said he was very happy about Mrs Gandhi's visit to his country, 
which always considered India as a close friend. He paid compliments to the 
Indian Prime Minister for her sagacious leadership. 

















Mrs Gandhi said India had been a staunch supporter of the Arab cause and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO). Soon after she returned to power, 
her government granted diplomatic status to the PLO and Mr Yasser Arafat, its 
chief, visited India, she added. Sheikh Zayed expressed great satisfaction 
with the Indian policy. 


The two leaders were assisted by one aide each--Dr P. C. Alexander from the 
Indian side and Sheikh Ahmed Khalifa al Suweidi, a former foreign minister, as 
the President's representative. 


/On the economic front, the UAE said that it would raise its ofl supply to 
India from 1 to 1.5 million tonnes and also agreed to consider favourably any 
future requests for more oil./ [in boldface] 


The UAE delegation headed by Dr Mana Saeed Aloteiba, minister for petroleum and 
mineral resources, welcomed the liberaliswtion of the industrial policy in India. 


The proposed joint investment company will finance projects in industrial and 
other sectors in India, the UAE and third countries, purely on a commercial basis. 
There are already several specific proposals for it to consider, including a 
refinery and fertiliser and steel plants. Besides this, the UAE will provide 
India with loans on soft terms for projects through the Abu Dhabi Fund. The 

loans are meant for Indian power generation, irrigation and fertiliser projects. 


Both the sides agreed that banking facilities should be improved in the two coun- 
tries. More branches of the banks of each country should be opened in the other. 


There will be greater cooperation between the countries in the health sector. 
The UAE is anxious to improve its health services. The Indo-UAE joint commis- 
sion, which will shortly meet here, will consider cooperation in this field. 
It will also take up the tradi ional use of Indian expertise and consultancy 
services.

RAJIV GANDHI HOLDS FIRST PRESS CONFERENCE 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 12 May 81 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Sultanpur, May 11 (UNI): Mr Rajiv Gandhi today said it was the keen- 
ness the people of Amethi and a feeling that there was need for infusion of a 
new style of functioning in the organisation that made him enter the politics. 


Asked what type of style of functioning of the organisation he wanted to infuse, 
Mr Gandhi quipped, ‘Hard work.' 


Mr Gandhi was addressing his first press conference after filing the nomination 
papers. 


Clad to spotless by white khaki kurta and pyjamas, Mr Gandhi said he wanted to 
devote most of his time to his constituency. He rated as ‘very good’ his chances 
of winning the byelection. 


Mr Gandhi was at east at his first formal press conference. 


Suave and soft-spoken besides being courteous, Mr Gandhi was forthright in his 
replies to questions from the large number of newsmen. 


He said the decision to enter politics was his own which he took in the absence 
of his mother from the country in response to the party workers’ demand. 


He said he resigned his job with the Indian Airlines on 5 May and his resigna- 
tion was accepted the same day. 





No Patch-Up Bid 


True to his reputation as a soft-spoken man of few words, Mr Gandhi's replies 
to questions were crisp and brief. 


Asked whether he had met Mr Sharad Pawar in an effort to unite the two Congress 
parties, he replied: ‘I made no such effort. I do not remember having met 
Mr Pawar.

Mr Gandhi: Increasing production. 











Question: Why did you take so auch time in deciding to contest? 


Anewer: 1 have not taken much time, The nominations I have opened just now 
and here I am.

Q: Do you think there is need to reorganise the Youth Congress.

A: 1 made no such statement. Anyway, there is no dirty man in my party. 


Q: You were making some efforts to unite the two Congress parties and had met 
Mr Sharad Pawar in this connection. 


A: I made no such efforts. I do not remember if I have met Mr Sharad Pawar. 
Q: Why did you keep your visit unannounced’? 

A: I do not like fanfare. I like quiet ways. 

Q: What will be your policy on the burning issues before the country? 


A: 1 will follow the party line. After all I am a very junior member of the 
party. 


Mr Gandhi left for Amethi soon after the press conference to address party 
worker's meeting there. He will etay there for the night and will leave for 
Lucknow early tomorrow morning on his way back to Delhi. 


Ae his nomination papers were being checked, Mr Rajiv Gandhi obliged a large 
number of cameramen, both Indian and foreign, and smilingly posed for them. 


Flanking hie were Mre Sonia Gandhi in a blue printed sari and Mr Arun Nehru, MP. 








Prominent among those present on the occasion included UPCC(L) president 
Bishambar Nath Pande, Chief Minister Vishwanath Pratap Singh and several of his 
Ministerial colleagues, Mr M,. L Foteder and Mr Ajitabh Bachchan (brother of 
film star Amitabh Bachchan). 


The police had a hard time in controlling hundreds of Congrese-I workers who had 
been swarming the district magistrate's court room since early morning.

CPL SECRETARIAT ANNOUNCES ELECTION POSITION

[Text] The Communist Party of India will support Mr H N Bahuguna in Garhwal and 
Mr Rabi Ray in Cuttack parliamentary by-elections and will call upon the people 
to vote unreservedly againet both the Congrese-I and Bharatiya Janata Party. 


Announcing thie the central secretariat of the CPI said in Delhi on Saturday that 
the party would project the perapective of a left and democratic alternative on a 
radical socio-economic programme directed against the monopoliete, landlords and 
profiteere and for raising living etandards and democratic righte of the people. 


The Cong-I had failed to fulfil a single electoral promise. Mounting inflation, 
rising unemployment, continued atrocities against Harijanse, women and weaker 
sections of the society, continuation of communal disturbances, collapse of law 
and order in many parte of the country were the resulte of the 18 monthe of 


Cong-I rule. 


The statement said while unlimited concessions were being given daily to the 
monopoliete, multinationals and traders in black money, the working class, the 
peasantry, employers and other sections of the working people had been hit hard 

by the present Government's policies. Wage freeze was sought to be imposed on the 
working class, trade union rights were ruthlessly attacked and repression let loose 
against the resistance of the working class. 


The peasant was being denied remunerative prices and was being allowed to be 
exploited freely by monopoliste and wholesale traders, land reforms had been 
abandoned and the rural poor left to the mercy of landlords and police. While 
prices kept on rising, no effect was being made to evolve a viable public dis- 
tribution system for essential commodities. 


The statement said plane were being made to topple the Left Front Governments of 
West Bengal and Tripura and the Left and Democratic Government in Kerala. And 
then a “conepiracy" was afoot to replace the parliamentary system of democracy 
by presidential system thus making the executive supreme. 


The BJP, “a political outfit of the communal RSS", was trying to emerge as a 
viable national alternative supported by powerful monopolists, traders and land- 
lords.

RAJIV REPORTED WORKING FOR CONGRESS PARTY UNITY

[Text] New Delhi, May 17. 


The current moves for encouraging some of the Prime Minister's former Congress 
colleagues to rejoin her in a epirit of reconciiiation have been initiated to a 
large extent by her son, Mr. Rajiv Gandhi, who feele that the middle base of the 
Indian polity needs to be consolidated in the larger national interest. 


Mre. Gandhi has herself been veering round to the view that Congresemen of a)! 
shades sharing 4 common political culture, who are temperamentally capable of 
working together, should shed their past differences and strengthen her hande in 


implementing the Congress programmes. 


After toying with this idea for some time, she had practically given it up because 
of the mounting opposition from the vested interests in the Congress (I) to the very 
idea of bringing back those who had left her or worked actively against her while 
she was out of office. Their main complaint was that her former colleagues who 

had let her down badly during that critical period should not be shown any pref- 
erence over others who had loyally stood by her. 


But Mr. Rajiv Gandhi has done some silent spadework in dispelling these fears 
that the return of leaders like Mr. Y. B. Chavan or Mr. Siddharth Shankar Ray 
would in any way lead to a downgrading of those who have been with Mre. Gandhi all 
these years for whatever reason. 





Selective admission: He has assured them that what was being contemplated was 
only a selective admission of those acceptable to Mre. Gandhi, not a merger of the 
two Congress parties in any form. 


The Prime Minister also has been assuring some of the antagonists of this move 
that there was no question of inducting these old Congressmen straightway into 
pivotal positions in the Government. They would have to work their way up and get 
absorbed in the normal course, without upsetting the present inner party balances. 


One reason why Mr. Rajiv Gandhi has been taking a keen interest in bringing back 
some of the old stalwarts is that he believes the ruling party hae to be 











strengthened to be able to withetand the mounting onslaughte frm (ae published) the 
extreme right and the extreme left im the years ahead, 


The future challenge to the ruling Congress will be posed by the Jan Sangh and the 
communiete with all other Opposition parties becoming increasingly ineffective and 
irrelevant in thie triangular configuration, 


Reservations: But the attempt to open the Congress (1) ducre on 4 selective basis 
to only those who are acceptable to Mre, Gandhi has been inhibiting many of the 
aspirants who would have otherwise come forward to rejoin her. 


The hesitation of leaders like Mr. Sharad Pawar whom Mra. Gandhi would like to 
readmit has obliged those who have already made up their minds to join the Congress 
(1) to wait for some more time, since they would like to get back to her fold in a 
sizable group with all the appearance of a mini-merger without the stigm of 
selective admission. 


The attempt to apply a narrow loyalty test and prejudge the utility of the new 
entrante on the basis of their past attitudes might prove to be counterproductive 
in the sense that it would lead to further stratification. 


It is not easy to prescribe credible norms which entitle leaders like Mr. Chavan, 
Mr. S. S. Ray, Mr. Swaran Singh, Mr. 8B. R. Bhagat, Mr. K. C. Pant and Mr. Priya 
Ranjan Das Munshi to join the Congress (1), while disqualifying others like Mr. 
Jagiivan Ram, Mr. Devara) Ure, Dr. Karan Singh, Mr. D. K. Barooah and Mr. Rajni 
Patel. There are some at the middle level who are wanted but not too eager to 
take the plunge at this stage. 


The unity moves might be delayed by at least a month until Mr. Rajiv Gandhi is 
free from the by-election to pick up the threads of the private parleys that have 
been going on for some months. But the delay by iteelf will not in any way be 
lessening the significance of the effort to bring back leaders like Mr. Chavan 

to lend greater weight to the ruling party and enable it to emerge as the real 
Congress representing all shades of Congres* opinion. 


Newer elements may be eased out: The very process of revamping the ruling party 
will inevitably lead to the downgrading of the newer elements who have managed to 
catapult themselves into key governmental positions in the absence of more experi- 
enced men. A number of them are due to be either eased out or relegated into less 
important places in any case. So the mere induction of some of the older Congress- 
men into the ruling party will not by iteelf lead to an abrupt tilt in the inner- 
party equations. 


The main contribution of Mr. Rajiv Gandhi to thie whole exercise is his effort to 
keep these two issues quite separate as far as possible. He makes no secret of 

his disappointment with the performance of many of the Ministers who were installed 
in key positions in the hurly-burly of Cabinet formation after the last elections. 


And the whole etteampt to bring back some of the older and more experienced men 
into the ruling party clearly reflects Mre. Gandhi's doubts that she may not be 
able to carry the burden of governing this vast and complex country with the pres- 














It is not necessary for her to induct all the newoomers etraightway into her 
Cabinet, since their presence in the party would help to provide 4 greater depth 
and dimension to it, And the very prospect of absorbing them into the Government 
would set the tone for improving the quality of administration,

AKALI DAL (LONGOWAL) MEETING ELECTS OFFICERS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 16 May 81 p 1 
[Text] Chandigarh, May 17. 


Sant Marchand Singh Longowal wae unanimously reelected president of the Shiromani 
Akali Dal (Longowal) at Amritear today. 


Former Punjab Chief Minister Prakash Singh Badal proposed Sant Longowal's name 
which was seconded by the SGPC president Gurcharan Singh Tohra. The house author- 
ised Sant Longowal to appoint 11 members to the working committee. 


The house resolved, reiterated and proclaimed that Sikhe are a nation and their 
religious, political, historical and cultural heritage “fully voucheafes this 
fact. 


Sikh State Demand 


The House also resolved unanimously that in view of their historical, religious 
and cultural heritage “Sikhe are a separate nation" and Mr Longowal gave a call 
to the entire ‘Sikh qoum’ to fight for what was long due to the community. 


Till now, the assertion "Sikhs are a nation” had been voiced only by the interia 
party president Sant Longowal and SGPC chief Gurcharan Singh Tohra. With the camp 
led by Parkash Singh Badal resisting the assertion ite approval by the party as 

a whole had remained in doubt. Today's unanimous resolution by party's newly- 
constituted general house indicated that ‘moderates’ in the party have been over 
taken by what are broadly branded as the ‘hard core extremists’. 


Thue, the Akali Dal (Longowal) hae implicitly made common cause with the shrinking 
Akali Dal (T). 


The newly-elected general house also resolved to continue the etruggle for “more 
financial powers to the States” within a federal framework of the country's 
Constitution. 

Charge Against Centre 


Addressing the general house later, Sant Longowal asked for full cooperation from 
the party's rank and file to achieve objectives of the Akali Dal and Panth. He 
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charged the Central Government ‘or breaking the Nehru Tara Singh Pact and amending 
the Delhi Gurdwara Act to inetal! a political stooge of the Cong-I in power in the 
Delhi Gurdwara Management Commit tee. 


The house adopted another resolution which blamed the Central and State Cong~! 
Governments for flagrant interference in the affaire of the Sikh community and 
SGPC by managing to send a jatha of Sikh pilerime under the leadership of a 
‘atooge’. It called upon the Government to declare Amritear a holy city at part 
with Hardwar, Varanasi and Kurukshetra. 


It aleo called upon all the minority communities to come together on one platform 
to fight the ‘tyrant attitude’ of the majority of the people. It said that as long 
ae the socio-economic situation of the Scheduled Castes and backward classes did 
not improve the reservations in service and other facilities to them should be 
cont inued, 
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GANDHI MEETS PRESS ON RETURN FROM MIDDLE EAST

[Text] Dubai, May 13. Mre Indira Gandhi today described her current tour as 
successful, considering that she had come to express India's friendship with 
the Gulf countries. 





Addressing a press conference at the conclusion of her four-day visit to the UAE 
and Kuwait, she said: “I have been able to convey this." 





Asked to comment on her son's entry into politics, Mre Gandhi said: “What com- 
ment do you expect from me? Our family has been closely related to the freedom 
struggle. Thies is the second phase of the struggle, the economic struggle. This 
thing is deeply ingrained inour family. He wants to help the people. What is 
the harm?” 


Asked to elaborate India's point of view about the Indian Ocean, she said it 
should be an area of peace. This was neither a new point nor an Indian point of 
view. It was the view of all littoral states. The UN aleo had accepted it. 


“Did the question of arms to Pakistan crop up during your talks with Arab lead- 
ers’” She said if such aid increased the tension in the area, then her country 
was opposed to it. 


"If there ie an arms race, it leads to increased tension. There is already a 
war in the region. So giving of arms to Pakistan may lead to an increase in 
tension.” 


Question: What is India's opinion about the rapid deployment force? 


Mre Gandhi: It does not affect India directly. It is for the Gulf countries to 
express their opinion. 


About the Gulf council aim, she eaid it was a good idea. It would be good for 
them to get together and strengthen themselves. 


On the communal situation in the country, Mre Gandhi said that India had all the 
religions of the world. Each religion had a large number of followers. India's 
Muslim population was the second largest in the world. They all lived in harmony. 
It was true that some very unfortunate incidents happened “causing great pain and 
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anguish to ue all. The communal tension ise sometimes not between Muslims and 
non-Muslims, but between members of different castes and between the members of 
the same caste, This kind of violence was not confined to India alone. It is 
going on all over the world. It is going on in Northern Ireland, the U.S. and 
Furopean countries. To single out India is, therefore, not realistic. 


At her meeting with the Indian ambassadors, Mra Gandhi advised them to make 
special efforts to improve the country's image in the region and create a cli- 
mate for better economic cooperation between India and the Gulf countries. 


Among those who attended the meeting were the ambassadors to Iran, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, Bahrain, the UAE, Qatar, Oman, South Yemen and North Yemen. 


The envoys firat briefed the Prime Minister about the situation in the countries 
they were posted to. The external affaire minister, Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, was 
also present. 


The Prime Minister told the envoys to counter the propaganda being carried out 
by some people that India was an underdeveloped and weak country. India, she 
said, had made a lot of progress since independence in every field, including 
industry. They should create a climate suitable for investments. 


Efforts should also be made for finding suitable outlets in the region for Indian 
manpower. This could be alone only if a lot of goodwill was generated by the 
envoys. 


PTL adds: Mre Gandhi said her visit to the UAE was “a small step in the direc- 
tion of strengthening and renewing our friendship and making it more relevant to 
modern contemporary conditions." 


She was addressing the Dubai Chamber of Commerce and Industry at the 35-story 
Trade Centre, the tallest building in West Asia. 


Mrs Gandhi hoped the talks her ministers and officials had in UAE would lead to 
closer economic and other cooperation and to the mutual benefit of both countries. 


Mre Gandhi said she was privileged to visit the UAE and see the "tremendous" 
advance it was making. It was true that UAE was taking advantage of the dis- 
covery of oil, a commodity which was really the basis of modern technology and 
contemporary living, but more than petroleum and the money it brought, it was 
the wisdom of leaders here to plan and use it for the progress of this region 
that was to be admired. 


Recalling the ties between the Gulf countries and India, Mrs Gandhi said during 
the colonial period somehow our eyes were distracted from our neighbours near or 
far and had been directed further afar and we always looked towards Europe." 


“How many times we have passed this region on our way to European capitals and 
never thought of stopping here. It was a big mistake on our part and it was a 
loss to us. It was high time thie was rectified and I am glad to have had this 
opportunity of coming here and meeting a large number of people and seeing more 
than what is possible in a very short time," Mre Gandhi said.

Mra Gandhi said while India was deeply conscious of the old traditions of 
friendship, "we are equally conscious that no friendship can be taken for granted 
or for that matter any other thing in this world. There has to be a constant ef- 
fort at strengthening and renewing friendship and making it more relevant to con- 
temporary conditions." 


Earlier, Mr Saif Ahmad al Ghurair, president of Dubai Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, welcoming the Prime Minister said that growing bilateral trade 
should be enlarged to the extent that India became the first among countries 
trading with the UAE. 


He noted that India was at present exporting not only consumer goods but also 
manufactured goods, machines and transport equipment. 


Mr Ahmed said it was time to develop the trade to agree with the jet and ad- 
vanced technology age. “It is our duty to open the doors for the technical ex- 
pertise and experiences available in your country to play their cole in promoting 
cooperation between our two friendly countries." 


Imports from India into UAE had doubled during the last six years and amounted 
to about 700 milliondirhams (Re 140 crores) which made India rank as the tenth 
among countries exporting to the UAE. 


As an indication of the developing cooperation between India and the UAE, the 
chamber president said financial remittances of Indian residents here were esti- 
mated to be not less than Rs 600 crores in 1980. Mr Ahmed also conveyed “our 
satisfaction of the harmony prevailing between the Indian community and our 
people as well as the other communities, all of whom are cooperating in build- 
ing this country and establishing a happy life." 


UNI adds: Businessmen in the UAE have expressed willingness to invest substan- 
tially in industrial projects in India. 


Mrs Gandhi was told by the chamber president that its members wished to increase 
trade with India. 


Reliable sources say the chamber has already sent a memorandum to Mrs Gandhi 
seeking additional concessions for foreign investment. 


The memorandum, which is currently being examined by the finance ministry, says 
that repayment of foreign investment and payment of dividends and interests 
should be guaranteed by the government, and that investors of equity and loan 
capital should be allowed to repatriate funds in foreign exchange along with 
dividends and interest. 


It further states that as in the case of interest received by foreign investors 
from foreign loans, dividends received by them should also be exempted from 
income-tax. 


The tax holiday in the form of exemption from income-tax allowed should be modi- 
fied so that no tax would become leviable until the venture had paid back and 
repatriated the foreign investment, and that the state governments in India 
should ensure the availability of power and water at lower rates for an agreed 
initial period. 
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JOINT COMMUNIQUE ON GANDHI'S UAE VISIT REPORTED

[Text) Dubai, May 13. In a joint communique, both India and the UAE today said 
that the stability of West Asia and the Indian sub-continent were closely inter- 
linked. The communique called for the removal of the presence of super powers 
in the region in any form, both on land and in sea, and strict adherence to the 
UN charter and to the non-aligned movement by the countries in the region. 


They asserted that the development of each country should be the responsibility 
of its own people. Outside influence would only thwart efforts. 


The communique said that India's Prime Minister, Mre Indira Gandhi, and the UAE 
President, Sheikh Zayed, the vice-president and Prime Minister, Sheikh Rashid 
bin Saeed Almaktom, and member of the supreme council, Sheikh Sultan bin 
Mohammad al Qassimi, held detailed discussions on matters of mutual interest. 


The discussions revealed close views on a wide range of issues. The discussions 
were held in a fraternal atmosphere of cordiality, mutual trust and understanding. 


The two sides also noted with grave concern the situation in Afghanistan. India's 
Prime Minister and the UAE leaders called for an urgent and comprehensive politi- 
cal settlement of the question on the basis of full respect for the independence, 
sovereignty, territorial integrity and non-aligned status of Afghanistan, with- 
drawal of foreign troops and strict observance of the principles of non-interfer- 
ence and non-intervention. 


Iran-Iraq Conflict 


They expressed their deep concern and distress at the Iran-Iraq conflict and 
felt that its continuation would have grave implications for both regional and 
global peace and security, besides undermining the solidarity of non-aligned 
and developing countries. 


They expressed the hope that the two would resolve their differences in accordance 
with the principles of the non-aligned movement as enunciated in the agreement 
of the governments of Iran and Iraq in para 86 of the New Delhi declaration.

The UAE and India expressed unreserved support for the efforts being made by 
the non-aligned ministerial committee as well as the efforts of the Islamic 
Conference and the United Nations to restore peace in the region in pursuance 
of the mandate given to them, 


The UAE leaders and the Prime Minister of India expressed grave concein over 
the increasing escalation of great power pre ence in the Indian Ocean against 
the express wishes of the littoral and hinterland states of the Ocean. 


They noted with serious concern the expansion of military bases and all others 
manifestations of intensified military presence in the Ccean by great powers 
and called on them to progressively reduce and eventually eliminate their pres- 
ence from the Ocean. 


The leaders reaffirmed the need to redouble efforts for the speedy implementa- 
tion of the declaration of the Ocean as a zone of peace, as contained in the 
1971 UN general assembly resolution on this subject, 


In this context, both sides reiterated their determination to work for the suc- 
cess of the conference on the Ocean, which is scheduled to be held in Sri Lanka 
later this year. To this end, they urged all great powers and other major 
maritime users of the Ocean to participate in the conference. 


The leaders recalled the historic and profound relations between their countries 
and stressed that the traditional relations had flowered into evergrowing rela- 
tionship between the two countries. 


The two sides reiterated the urgent need to develop these relations to the mutual 
benefit of the people of both the countries on the basis of mutual respect, 
strict observance of sovereignty and non-interference in each other's affairs. 


Source of Danger 


The UAE leaders and the prime minister of India noted with concern the deteriorat- 
ing situation in West Asia and emphasised that it was a source of danger for 

the peace and stability of the region. They renewed their call for the imme- 
diate withdrawal of Israel from all Arab territories, including Jerusalem, occu- 
pied by it since June, 1967. The leaders were convinced that no solution to this 
problem could be found without the participation of the PLO as a full partner in 
the negotiations. 


They reiterated that an equitable and lasting solution should take into account 
the inalienable rights of the Palestinian people, including the right to return 
to their homeland and to establish their independent state. 


The UAE side expressed deep appreciation of India's consistent and firm policy 

of supporting the Arab and Palestinian cause. India reiterated that this policy, 
based on principles, would continue and India would coordinate efforts with the 
UAE to further promote the Palestinians’ struggle for their rights. The two sides 
strongly condemned Israel's brutal aggression against Lebanon, attempts at 
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sabotaging its sovereignty and annihilating the Lebanese and Palestinian people. 
They reaffirmed the need for protecting the unity and sovereity of Lebanon. 


The communique called upon the super powers to make every possible effort to 


put an end to the Israeli aggression which was threatening the peace and secur- 
icy of the region.

WRITER DISCUSSES CANDIDACY OF RAJIV GANDHI

[Text] Just as Mr Rajiv Gandhi is believed to have set the stage for February's 
kisan rally and then disappeared into the wings, the Prime Minister too appar- 
ently completed arrangements for her son's political debut before going abroad. 
Mother and son would appear to be careful not to steal each other's closely 
directed limelight. 


The timing of Mr Gandhi's announcement too could not have been better managed. 

The alleged sabotage of the Makalu had whipped up feare about the dynasty's 
survival and evoked fervently renewed protestations of personal loyalty. Formal 
revocation of the 1978 resolution expelling Mre Gandhi from the Lok Sabha reaf~- 
firmed her unblemished official record in politics. The damp squib of an Opposi- 
tion no confidence motion confirmed the ruling party's sense of security. In 
addition, Mr Gandhi's candidacy from Amethi will lend to next month's by-elections 
an interest they might otherwise have lacked. 


Amethi Crowning 


The exercise's only compelling feature until monday evening was the poll in West 
Bengal, distinguished by the shabby machinations and deplorable riotousness of 
Congrese(I) leaders, and by the Election Commission's unedifyingly controversial 
role. The Centre cannot have viewed with equanimity the almost certain prospect 
of Left Front gains setting at naught every stratagem to prevent the contest. 
Nor, with the indifferent talent atite disposal, could the Conpress(I) High Com- 
mand do anything to prevent another rejection at the huetings. But it can pro- 
vide a far more dramatic alternative attraction that will hold the attention of 
the country and the world: the public anointing of Mre Gandhi's heir presumptive. 
No regal investiture could be more solemn or significant than the electoral ritual 
in Amethi. 





Mr Gandhi exercised considerable authority even without benefit of the ceremony. 
A Chief Minister who wanted a new Governor for his State, regional leaders who 
hankered for the ruling party's benediction, an Youth Congress(I) politician who 
complained of unwarranted expulsion, Union Ministers who sought preferment, M.P.« 
looking for appointments, and the host of courtiers and hangers-on in the Delhi 
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durbar, did not hesitate to take their troubles w the one person whom they 
rightly identified as the power behind the throne, All the evidence suggests 
that Mr Gandhi handled their applications with a responsible sense of fairness; 
and that tiewlllingness to listen to arguments and to see reason made a favour- 
able impression on those who came into contact with him, 


hut the credit of tempering the exercise of power with juatice did not make the 
power iteelf any more legitimate, The plain fact was that Rajiv Gandhi had no 
business listening to petitions and taking the decisions that he did, They 
properly belonged to hie mother's office, and the moet that he wae entitled to 
do, a8 4 dutiful son anxious to spare her additional worries, was to give private 
advice without ever obtruding into the public view. Mr Denis Thatcher in Britain 
offers an admirable example of a member of the family to whom no one would dream 
of applying--and would be firmly repudiated if anyone tried to do so--no watter 
how influential he might be within the privacy of Number Ten. 


The Prime Minister obviously wanted her son to play 4 more assertive role than 
Mre Thatcher's husband. Equally obviously, Mr Gandhi wae not content with the 
anonymity of domestic control. Taking both factors into account, and bearing in 
mind the unhealthy tendency in Indian politics for decisions to be guided by sha- 
dowy personages (whether secretaries, gurus or relatives) who cannot be held 
accountable to voters for the advice they give, I have urged in these columne 
that Mr Gandhi should emerge from behind hie mother's skirts and be man enough 
publicly to accept responeibility for the part he was playing. That he has at 
last done so is 4 point in hie favour. To that extent, hie resignation from 
Indian Airlines, membership of the Congrese(1) and nomination by the party's 
Central Parliamentary Board. though circumventing normal evolution, must be wel- 
comed as the honest summation of months of behind-the-scenes stewardship. 





Of his political ambitions there was never very much doubt, in spite of the 
ostentatious reluctance, the palpable irritation with reception committees, the 
spurning of garlands, and deferring to hie “seniors.” Such ambition is entirely 
understandable in a man of 37 whose only previous authority was over aeroplanes, 
and who suddenly found the world at his feet when a tragic accident killed his 
brother last June. What probably delayed the plunge--apart from the genuine inhi- 
bitions to which those who know Mr Gandhi pay tribute--was the domestic equation 
in 1 Safdarjang Road, and the expectation of many of the Youth Congress(I)'s 
leading lights that Sanjay Gandhi's young widow would carry the torch he had 

lit, a la Sri Lanka's Mre Bandaranaike. The Prime Minister could not afford 
open dissension either in her house or in her party; it has taken all these 
monthe to convince the adherents of her late son that Mre Maneka Gandhi is not 

to be allowed any share of her husband's mantle, and that unless they are recon- 
ciled to Rajiv Gandhi's leadership, they cannot look forward to any political 
future. While the force and determination with which that point was driven home 
may have been expected of Mre Gandhi, it belies the general view of her elder son 
as a pleasant amiable and easygoing young man. 


Sanjay's Mettle 
Nevertheless, major differences of personality, style and experience set Rajiv 


Gandhi apart from his deceased brother. Inthe view of a former M.P., while San- 
jay Gandhi operated on patients without chloroform, his brother never fails to 
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use anaesthetic, Lt might be added that, unlike his brother, Rajiv Gandhi does 
not depend only on personal wisdom in choosing either patients or the most appro- 
priate form of surgery; he is said to consult different pointe of view and take 
factors Like the patient's health and wishes into account. 


Whether thie more considerate approach ite an adequate qualification for the 

hurly burly of politics is, however, an altogether different matter. In spite 

of all that te said to the discredit of Sanjay Gandhi--and admittedly hie manner 
and methode often invited stringent criticiam=--he wae in tune with the most com- 
mon denominator of Indian life in a way that hie mother and maternal grandfather, 
responding most readily to civilized Anglo-Saxon mores, never were. Even the 
friends he chose were more representative of the general run of our soctety~-of 
the rough, brusque and grasping level that is gradually coming into ite own--than 
the rarefied milieu in which Nehru liked to spend hie time when not wooing voters, 
and which Mre Gandhi too ie said to prefer outeide duty hours. Sanjay Gandhi's 
very earthiness established and consolidated r t with the close-knot band of 
wg? were to prove so vital to hie mother's political resuscitation in Jan- 
vary ; 


This leads to the question of experience. Sanjay Gandhi made no mark in parlia- 
mentary debate during the five months that he sat in the Lok Sabha. But he was 
already a veteran politician by the time he was returned from Amethi with a 
margin of more than 128,000 votes. Not only had he tasted sobering defeat at 

the same hustings, but he had aleo during the two and a half years of hie mother's 
eclipse, strategically reorganized the party and shaped and honed ite storm-troop- 
ers to account for her subsequent victories. All this followed the virtually 
unchecked power he wielded immediately before and during the Emergency. A char- 
acter forged in the crucibles of triumph and disaster acquired strength, 
resilience and an ability to manipulate people to serve his own ends. If he did 
not shine in Parliament, it was probably because with his inherent disdain for 
talkers, as opposed to doers, he also recognized that the legislative procedure 
had ceased to be of much relevance to the serious horee-trading of governance. 
Admission of the fact is not to endorse it; the point is made only to emphasize 
Sanjay Gandhi's understanding of the true levers of power. 


Durbar Nominee 


Those who believe in the supremacy of the conventional political system may 
nurture the hope that Rajiv Gandhi's more sedately respectable personality will 
find ite proper fruition within the parliamentary framework, and that he will 
help to restore governance to ite authentic channels. In doing so, he would 
follow the political examples set by Nehru as well as by Feroze Gandhi whose 
contributions to the integrity of the democratic process are not often remem- 
bered today. But so little is known of Mr Gandhi's beliefs, or of the nexus he 
sees between power and ideology, that it is impossible to hazard guesses. The 
system may have been eroded too far to permit restoration. In any case, it is 
extremely doubtful whether the Prime Minister--who can only have furthered her 
son's ambitions to suit her own purposes which gust now be seen as fully shared 
by him--will allow major changer that might elevate form and propriety above 
the substance of power. Wor would Congress(I) politicians who are so desperately 














flocking round the rising sun pay court for a moment if they had reason to sus 
pect that there was the least doubt in Mra Gandhi's mind that her son would not 
be utterly loyal to the values and tactice she has made respectable, Durbare 
exalt only those individuals who abide, and profit, by durbari rules, 


Mr Gandhi can, therefore, safely be expected not to ruffle too many feathers, 
and to follow obediently in hie mother's footeteps. Not yet being integrated 

in 4 power network, he might take decisions on considerations of general welfare, 
but they will be personal decisions all the same, the enlightenment of a man 

who exercises authority solely because of hie birth and does so with discretion 
because he happens to be 4 rational human being. The Congress(1) and country 
would have applauded him just as enthusiastically if he had been arbitrary and 
tyrannical, 


Thies ie not eriticiem of Rajiv Gandhi. Being Jawaharlal Nehru's grandson and 
Indira Gandhi's son cannot be held against him. They should not be handicaps 

in hie chosen career. But it says much for the bankruptcy of India's political 
life that thie heritage--uneupported by any ability or experience that the nation 
knows of--should be regarded as sufficient qualification for the high destiny for 
which he hae clearly been singled out. That abject surrender of the principle 

of democratic choice can only be justified if Mr Gandhi lives down--or lives up 
to--hie birthright, and demonstrates that he aleo has the competence to win in 
fair contest. 
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GANDHI ADDRESSES INDIAN ENVOYS TO GULF AREA

External Affaire Minister P V Narasimha Rao flew in here for the meeting from 
Baghdad at the end of the nonaligned peace mission to Iran and Iraq.

Mre Gandhi stressed that there was enough scope for investment by Gulf countries 
in India. In thie context it was necessary to project the tremendous strides made 
by India in the fields of agriculture, industry science and technology and | 
medicine. 


She said several Gulf countries with which India had very friendly relations were 
ready to participate in projects with India even in third countries. What they 
needed was more factual information about prospects of such cooperation.

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GULF WELCOME TO GANDHI SIGN OF HER POPULARITY

[Text] As I said goodbye to the in-charge of the telex room in the Dubai Hilton 
Hotel, the man who had creeded my messages, an Arab me 
"Mre. Gandhi and you, ay brother, are most welcome 
eaid, and gave me one of hie warmest emiles. 


That, more or less, summed up the reaction of people, from the highest in the land 
to the man in the etreet, to the firet official vieit of an Indian Prime Minister 
to the UAE and a brief etop-over earlier in Oman for re-fuelling of the Indian 
Airlines chartered aircraft, en route to Geneva. 


If the manner in which the government-owned media and privately-owned newspapers 
handled the visit of Mre. Gandhi is any indication of the warmth with which she 
wae received and the importance that was attached to her vieit, the Indian Prime 
Minister wae certainly more welcome than any other distinguished guest coming to 
thie part of the world, almost in a procession. 


Comparisons are odious, but neither Mre. Margaret Thatcher, the British Prime 
Minister, nor the French President, Mr. Giecard d'Eetaing, were given the tuml- 
tous [ae published) welcome which Mre. Gandhi received. The TV not merely pushed 
everything out but aleo extended ite news bulletins to accommodate her hectic 
programme. Almost every paper, both English and Arabic, brought out huge, supple- 
mente. At least one of them eaid: “It is a Nehru century.” 


The Amir of Kuwait hosted a private lunch in Mre. Gandhi's honour, at which only 
six people were invited--a rare gesture, which, indeed, was not extended to the 


other royal gueste. 


What Mre. Gandhi eaid about world affaires or the situation in the sub-continent 
and even the communal teneion in India was not new. But the fact that she was 
saying it in Arab countries was importent. 


Mre. Gandhi did not mince words. For instance, during a press conference on her 
last day in Dubai, she was asked if the question of arms aid to Pakistan had 
cropped up in her talke with the Arab leaders. She replied: “It did not crop 
up. I etated ay point of view.” 








That Mra, Gandhi managed to delink the question of arme for Pakietan from the situa 
tion in the subcontinent and put it in the perapective on growing tensions in Weat 
Asia due to rivalry of Power bloce, was, itself, significant, There is now a better 
understanding of India's “genuine desire that Pakistan and Bangladesh should be 
strong.” But India objects to Pakistan being used as a pawn for bringing to ite 
doorsteps the intense rivalry between the super-powers, 


On communal tensions, she did not hide the fact. But these, she said, were part of 
a global phenomenon and should be seen in the perapective of the rising violence 
in industrialieed societies, The conflict between Muslims and non-Muslims was not 
different from conflicts between members of the same community. 


Mre. Gandhi aleo dispelled the misconception that India might be seeking to emerge 
ae 4 leader in the Gulf region or the Indian Ocean, or that she wae leaning towards 
one super-power or the other. 


Mere. Gandhi aleo made it clear that India's support to the Arab cause, unlike the 
“newly-found friends,” wae based on principles. It was not inepired by Arab 
prosperity, which hase come in the wake of the ofl boom. This is now understood 
better than ever before ae Mre. Gandhi did not allow her talke to be muddled by 
bilateral iseves. She had nothing to sell, except “world peace." 


But the hard fact remains that countries in the Gulf region are short of manpower 
and need managerial talent and technical know-how. They are aleo seeking to 
improve their health services. 


In all these sectors, the countries in the Gulf region would have to depend on 
India increasingly. It is in this context that Mre. Gandhi told the Indian 
ambassadors (‘who had gathered in Dubai) to generate more goodwill and improve the 
image of the country. Some vested interests dislike that the Arabs should look 
upon India as an industrialised country. Already, there is talk of India and the 
Arab countries jointly financing projects in the third-world nations. 


The age-old ties between the Arabs and India was a constant theme of her speeches. 
She referred to the all-pervasive influence of Arab culture on the Indian way of 
life and discounted the theory that Islam wae spread “with the help of the sword.” 
But these ties she said, had to be updated and given a contemporary content. 


She might just have made the most spectacular contribution to the beginning of a 
new chapter in the history of Indo-Arab relations.

IMPORTANCE OF TALKS WITH PRC, PAKISTAN STRESSED

[Text] More by coincidence than by design the coming month of June has become 

an important landmark in this country's quest for better relations with ite two 
principal and frequently troublesome neighbours, Pakistan and China. The foreign 
minister, Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, will go to Pakistan on June 8 for three or even 
four days so that he can have enough time not only to negotiate with hie Pakistani 
opposite number, Mr Agha Shahi, at Lelamabad but aleo to inspect the Indian con- 
sulate~general in Karachi which handles every month thousands of visa applications 
by Pakistanis anxious to travel to India. Towards the end of the month, on June 26, 
China's vice-premier and foreign minister, Mr Huang Hua, will arrive in New Delhi 
for what some have nicknamed in advance as a four-day “talkathon." No Chinese 
leader of comparable seniority has been to this country for 21 years since the 
late Mr Zhou Enlai's ill-starred visit in April 1960. 


To take the two events in chronological order, it is manifest that the India- 
Pakistan negotiations at the foreign ministers’ level--it goes without saying 
that Mr Narasimha Rao will also call on General Zia-ul-Haq--are taking place at 

a critical juncture. The massive arms deal between the U.S. and Pakistan, in the 
works for quite some time, is about to be clinched. Latest reports from both 
Islamabad and Washington indicate that whatever hesitations the Pakistanis might 
have had about the dollar 2,500-million package of military and economic assis- 
tance offered by the Reagan administration are about to be shed. It is no longer 
@ secret that the preponderant portion of the package, to be spread over five 
years, consists of military hardware worth two billion dollars; only dollar 500 
million are being earmarked for economic aid. 


Earnest Attempt 


Pakistan is seeking, apart from other varieties of modern tanks, the American 
M-60's and TAMS, which are but a simplified version of the West German Leopard, 
being produced under licence in Argentina. It is aleo anxious to acquire sophis- 
ticated missiles, armoured personnel carriers and the latest radar and early- 
warning system. As for warplanes an interesting development has taken place. 

The U.S. had earlier offered, and Pakistan was initially inclined to accept, the 
F-16 aircraft, but, on Mr Agha Shahi's own admission, the Pakistanis are now 
insisting on getting the even more lethal F-15. 














In apite of all this Mra Gandhi's government considera it worth ite while to 
make an earnest attempt to bring about a meeting of minds with the rulers of 
Pakiatan eo that the sub-continent can be saved from being sucked into the vor- 
tex of superpower confrontation which ie bound to happen if the kind of secur- 
ity relationship that is being discussed between Washington and Islamabad comes 
to be established. Indeed, in order not to delay hie talke with Pakistani lead- 
ere, Mr Narasimha Rao has taken the unusual step of reacheduling a previously 
fixed visit to Bhutan, of course, with Thimpu's consent, 


The framework of the foreign minister's mission to Pakistan could not have been 
made clearer than Mre Gandhi has done in an elaborate interview to a well-known 
Pakistani journalist, Mr M. B. Naqvi. There are three important strands in 
Indian policy, as outlined by the Prime Minister. 


Firat, there should be no doubt about this country's stake in a strong and sta- 
ble Pakistan or about Indian goodwill towards it which any visiting Pakistani 
can verify for himself. 


Secondly, India is not and cannot be unmindful of Pakistan's legitimate secur- 
ity concerns. In this connection, Mre Gandhi devoted a lot of time to demolish- 
ing the sedulously fostered myth that India wants to keep Pakistan weak by pro- 
testing against, and trying to block, all ite attempt to acquire arms. This 
country has not objected and will not object to normal Pakistani arms purchases 
from any source. Was there any outcry against the acquisition of three squadrons 
of Mirages from France or against other five which are on order? [as published) 


The present Indian concern is over not only the quantum of sophisticated weaponry 
that is sought to be pumped into Pakistan by the U.S. but also the context in 
which this is being done. It is not a bilateral arrangement but a part of the 
U.S. grand design to make Pakistan a “frontline bastion" of its global confron- 
tation with the Soviet Union, thus making the region a cockpit of superpower 
rivalry with all its dangerous consequences. 


Rhetoric 


This is what is unacceptable to India though it is also difficult to forget the 
bitter lesson of history that armaments acquired by Pakistan on whatever pretext 
have eventually been used against this country. 


It is worth noting that despite their heated rhetoric about the "grave threat" 
to Pakistan's security because of the Soviet military presence in Afghanistan, 
Gen. Zia and Mr Agha Shahi have been remarkably respectful of Russian sensitiv- 
ities. They are baulking at the U.S. demand that Pakistan should serve as a 
conduit for portable missiles to the Afghan rebels. On the other hand, not only 
is the Soviet-aided steel mill in Pakistan coming up fast but Moscow has also of- 
fered Islamabad a nuclear reactor. 


Were this all, things would have been bad enough, though, to use Mrs Gandhi's 
words, India can cope with even a heavily armed Pakistan. The trouble is that 
to the conventional military acquisitions of Pakistan, now under discussion, 
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must be added Pakistan's clandestine but continuing effort to build the nuclear 


bomb in which the U.S. proposes openly to acquiesce by waiving the Symington 
amendment . 


It is from all this that Mre Gandhi's third and most important statement to 
Mr Naqvi follows. It is that good and friendly relations between India and 
Pakistan can develop only if there ie a return to the long-neglected Simla 
approach of strict bilateraliem and not if Pakistan becomes an American outpost 


in the Reagan administration's anti-Soviet crusade and persists in ite plans to 
gO nuclear. 


To some extent Mr Narasimha Rao's talke with the Chinese foreign minister in New 
Delhi will be interconnected with his earlier negotiations with Mr Agha Shahi in 
Islamabad. This is because China's attitude towards Pakistan, especially towards 
Indo-Pakistan differences or disputes, is not immaterial to the future pace of 
improvement in India-China relations. 


Since Mr Atal Biliari Vajpayee's visit to Beijing had been vitiated by China's 
invasion of Vietnam during it, Mr Huang Hua's talks with the Indian leaders in 
New Delhi will provide the first real opportunity to probe in depth the Chinese 
position on some of the issues of profound concern to this country. Without a 
reasonable understanding on these, it will be unrealistic to expect a break- 
through in Sino-Indian relations. 


This country does not expect or even want China to give up ite friendship with 
Pakistan. But this does not mean that New Delhi can welcome Beijing's repeated 
endorsement of Gen Zia's stand that the Kashmir issue be settled in accordance 
with the Simla agreement and the relevant U.N. resolutions. The Chinese leaders 
are astute enough to know that the Simla accord and the U.N. resolution are 
mutually contradictory, not complementary. 


Essential 


Even more important is the need for a clarificatior of the Chinese position on 

Sikkim. During his otherwise positive remarks to t'e Janata MP, Dr Subramaniam 
Swamy recently, Mr Deng Xiaoping repeatedly talked of “annexation” of Sikkim and 
said that China could not accept such “annexation.” He did add that his country 
would not make an “issue” of Sikkim. But this is not satisfactory from India's 
point of view. Other issues on which a broad understanding is essential before 
India-China friendship can make headway include this country's special relation- 
ship with Bhutan and security interests south of the Himalayan crest in general. 


Above all there is the border question. It seems that the Chinese have not yet 
realised how deeply they have wounded the Indian sentiment over this issue by 
their invasion of this country in 1962. Or else, Mr Deng would not have offered 
on a “take it, or leave it" basis the same package deal that Mr Zhou Enlai had 
in April 1960. Nor is the idea of putting the border question in cold storage 
much help. 
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There are three distinct sectors of the border and three different working 
groupe can perhaps be asked to tackle them separately. Wherever agreement is 
easy, it can be formalised while the discussions on other sectors can continue. 
Alternatively, the two governments at the highest level can first settle the 
principles according to which the border is to be demarcated. 


However, all these are issues which can be discussed with Mr Huang Hua in a 
spirit of goodwill that has of late been happily in evidence in most contacts 
between the two countries. However it is necessary to add that the Chinese 
foreign minister's visit ie a significant but emall step in the essentially 

slow process of improving India-China relations. To look for spectacular results 
would be an invitation to disappointment.

KERALA CONGRESS-U GROUP MEETS, REELECTS PRESIDENT 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 19 May 81 p 13 
[Text] Trivandrum, May 18. 


The KPCC(U) re-elected Mr. A. K. Antony president at Cochin today, slamming the 

door against the merger of the Ure party's Kerala unit with the Congress(I). 

Since the last Congress split, Mr. Antony has been an avowed champion of his party's 
political indispensability for the country. He would use his renowned term to 
counter any merger move. 


The Congress (U)'s association in power in Kerala is the deciding factor for its 
independent existence. It is in alliance with the CPM and others in the coalition, 
But within this party, there are two lobbies--one an anti-Marxist and the other 
advocating the party's continuance in power. Mr. Antony had to keep these two 
lobbies under his political influence. The anti-Marxist lobby is not necessarily 
in favour of merger. But, between the CPM and the Congress (I), it would prefer 
the latter. 


The group favouring the party's continued stay in the coalition is definitely 
against the Congress (I). But, if Mr. Antony is forced by political circumstances 
to take his party out of the Marxit-led [as published] coalition, the leaders of 
this group could be expected to switch their loyalty to the next possible power 
source, including the Congress (I). 


The Youth Congress (U), which is the main source of support for Mr. Antony, is 
also against the merger move. Yet, it has very often called for the withdrawal of 
the Congress (U) from his ruling front. 


Mr. Antony himself is no great admirer of the CPM. He believes that the Marxit 
{as published] party's influence in the state is waning. He, however, knows that 
if he pulls his party out of the ruling front at this juncture, his ranks would 
desert him to join the Congress (I) which is the alternative source of power. 

To that extent, the Congress (U)'s continuance in the coalition would be a pre- 
ventive step for Mr. Antony so that he would not have to preside over the liquida- 
tion of his party in Kerala. 


Thus, the Congress (U)'s political survival in the state is now conditional 
upon its association in power. The party's West Bengal line of opposition to the 








CPM is pointed out by some of the Congress (U) leaders here as an example which 
should not be followed in Kerala, According to them, the party may not survive for 
long in West Bengal as the Congress (I) can take away most of its support. 


Though there are a few young members, who would prefer to cross over to the Con- 
gress (1), they are unlikely to do so immediately. Mr. Y. B. Chavan may not find 
immediate response to his merger move in Kerala, 


But, Mr. Antony will from now on be under mounting pressure to adopt a more positive 
anti-Marxist line within the ruling front from two sources--one, the Youth Congress, 
which is anti-Marxist without being pro-Congress (I)--and the other, the potential 
Congress (I) followers who are anti-Marxist as well.

Zia~ul-lHaq, has sent 4 message to the chief of the army etaff, General 0. P. 
Malhotra, saying that hie country had no intention of going to war with India. 


Dieclosing thie here today at a press conference, the general said he had sent 
a reply to Gen Zia assuring him that India had no such plan. 


The verbal meseage from Gen. Haq had been conveyed recently through a “friend” 
who had visited Pakistan. 


These assurances notwithstanding, Gen. Malhotra did not rule out the possibility 
of an armed conflict with Pakistan in view of heavy arms buildup across the border. 


"We have to take serious note of the new and sophisticated weapons pouring into 
Pakistan and remain alert to ward off any threat to the borders of the country," 
he said. 


/We disclosed that of the 20 divisions of Pakistan, a total of 18 have been 
deployed against India./ [in boldface] 


"We have to take note of this changed scenario and plan accordingly," he said. 
Malhotra said that India had a total strength of 29 divisions. A minimum of 10 
to 12 divisions of this strength were needed to man the long and difficult 
border from the north of Ladakh to the Tirup division in the northeast to face 
China. 

That leaves this country with 17 divisions to face Pakistan, he said. 


The army chief did not agree with a reporter when he suggested that Pakistan had 
“additional commitments,” that is, to face Russians in Afghanistan. 


The army chief said that he did not think that Russians would cross into Pakistan 
from Afghanistan. Gen Haq has aleo said the same thing. If Pakistan has to 
face the Russians, “they just cannot do it,” he asserted. 

















"One could therefore conclude that the increased Pakistan build-up is directed 
againat ue," he said,

He described the reports 
as “fantastic, ridiculous and baseless.” 


Strict vigil was being maintained along the Indo-Pak border by the Gujarat 
Government and the BSF following reported military exercises at Bedin air base 
in Pakistan near Kutch. 


Mr Madhaveinh Solanki Gujarat Chief Minister said at Gandhinagar that reports 
had been received that Pakistan had been carrying out military exercises at the 
air base. 


He, however, said latest information indicated that no major military movement 
had been reported during the past few days.

During the last nine years Pakistan had raised eight new Army divisions 

and four new corps headquarters, raising their total strength to 20 divi- 
sions and seven corps headquarters. Another corpse headquarters was aleo being 
raised, 


In the wake of the developments in Afghanistan, he eaid, Pakistan had acquired new 
arms from the U.S. and China. The Reagan Administration wae giving fresh arme 
aid to that country. 


"It is our duty to overcome our weaknesses and keep ourselves in readiness 
to give a titting anewer to our adversaries in view of ominous developments in 
our neighbourhood,” the General said. 


India had taken measures to step up the modernisation programme for the Army 
and equip it with latest and effective weapons. 


A five-year plan for modernisation of the Army was under implementation. 


The new equipment given to the Army included T-72 tanks, among the world's best, 
new long-range guns and anti-aircraft weapons. 


Attention was also being given towards increasing the mobility of the Army with 
the supply of new vehicles, which would assist in tank warfare. 


He felt confident that if ever the country's borders were threatened by any 
adversary, the Indian Army would rise to the occasion and defeat the enemy as 
it did in the 1965 and 1971 armed conflicts. 


Gen. Malhotra eaid the Army would start a tree plantation drive in high alti- 
tude and remote mountain areas.--PTI

DELHI SAID TO DECIDE AGAINST JAGUAR MANUFACTURE 
Agreement, Plane Told 

Madras THE HINDU in English 16 May 81 p 1

[Text] New Delhi, May 15. 


The Government hae finally made up ite mind to dispense with the manufacturing 
part of the Jaguar programme, while adhering to the rest of the deal for the 
purchase of a certain number of aircraft in fly-away condition and others in sub- 
sections for assembly in Bangalore. 


The agreement provided for the acquisition of 40 fully assembled aircraft flown 
from Britain and another 45 in a semi-aseembled coniition. A sliding scale of 
royalties wae fixed for the progressive manufacture of 60 more planes under 
licence with British technical assistance. 


British Aerospace which manufactures these planes in collaboration with France 
agreed to supply two squadrons on lease from the Royal Air Force, until the air- 
craft ordered by India were built to ite specifications and delivered in due course. 


The modified Jaguars fitted with more powerful engines and advanced avionics and 
weapon systems cost roughly Re. 12 crores each as against the earlier version 
prices around Re. 7 crores. 


The new Jaguars have started arriving at the rate of two a month, while steps are 
being taken simultaneously to bring in the sub-sections for assembling in Bangalore. 
The Government wants the programme to get into full etride before the delivery is 
completed of the aircraft fully built in Britain. 


The deal contains penalty provisions if India decides to go back on the manufactur- 
ing part of the agreement. The commitment to purchase 40 aircraft in fully assem- 
bled and 45 in semi-assembled condition is binding on India, but it can get out of 
the manufacturing part by paying a token penalty amounting to not more than a few 
crores of rupees if British Aerospace insisted on invoking this condition. 
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Not Versatile Bnough 


The LAP experts whe chose the Jaguar are satiefied with ite performance. But 

the Government feele that this is basically a single role aircraft which is not 
versatile enough to be used as bomber and fighter like the American F-l6 oF the 
French Mirage-2000 still in the final stages of development. It ie an expensive 
aireraft which will reach the outer limite of ite technology in another few yeare, 
although it will remain in operational service for 4 longer time. 


In opting for a next generation aireraft capable of performing the dual roles of a 
deep penetrating bomber and aleo a high performance fighter under modern war condi- 
tions, the Government has come to the conclusion that the country's interests 
would be better served by buying some more Jaguars to give the IAF the necessary 
strike capability, before a more advanced and versatile aircraft like Mirage-2000 
is built in India with French collaboration. 


So it hae more or less decided to step up the assembly programme for acquiring 
altogether 116 Jaguare which will be organised into four squadrons with the 
requisite reserves. The purchase of an additional 31 planes will more than compen- 
sate the British Aerospace for the abandonment of the manufacturing programme. 


The Government might also go in for more MIG-23 aircraft to fill the gap before 
the Mirage-20008 are manufactured in due course. The Mirage deal was due to be 
concluded in June or July, but the change of Government in France might delay the 
finalisation of the remaining detaile relating mainly to the financing of the 
project. 


If the U.S. decides to sell the F-16 to Pakistan, then India might acquire more 
MIG-238 to back up the four Jaguar equadrons. They can be easily built in India 
by utilising the existing facilities for manufacturing the MIG-2l8 which have been 
modified and updated to serve as front-line interceptor and attack aircraft. 


As part of the increasing emphasis on self-reliance, the Government is keen that 
HAL should develop the capability for making some of the sophisticated components 
and ancillaries required for keeping the 116 Jaguars in full flying condition. 


The intention is to manufacture essential spares required in bulk supply, while 
importing others that cannot be made economically in India because of the limited 
requirement.

The first HAL-assembled Jaguar supersonic strike aircraft was expected to roll out 
of the factory during the middle of next year as per schedule dispelling doubts 
expressed in a section of the press that centre had given up the project. 


A HAL spokesman told PTI “there is no question of dropping it, we are certainly 
going to manufacture it and the people are already working on it."

DELHI SEES FACTORS BEHIND BANGLADESH BOAT INCIDENT 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 18 May 61 pp 1, 9

Official circles here are convinced that Dacca's provocation in the Bay of Bengal 
by sending their gunboate to the New Moore island was dictated by the internal 
political compuletiore of the ruling party in Bangladesh. 


In fact, no attempt had been made by the Dacca authorities to conceal the fact that 
the drama had been staged in the Bay to coincide with the return of Sheikh Hasina 
Wazed, newly-elected president of the Awami League, to Bangladesh after a six-year 
exile in India. 


The Bay drama and « campaign launched by the Dacca media against Mre. Hasina and 
the government of India had been rather crudely synchronised. For the last five 
days, the Dacca press and particularly the government-owned BANGLADESH TIMES had 
been carrying stories charging Indian assistance to the Awami League. 


Change in Attitude 


At about the same time, the two Bangladesh naval gunships appeared in the vicinity 
of the New Moore island where Indian officials were carrying out a survey. In 
the first two days, the men on the Bangladesh vessels had been sending friendly 
greetings to the Indian staff. It was only on the third day that the gunships 
started approaching menacingly towards the island with their guns trained. 


When the incident was brought to the notice of the Dacca authorities, they flatly 
denied knowledge of the presence of their gunships in the vicinity of the island. 


When details of the incident were sent to the Dacca, there was no reply. in 

fact, Dacca continued to maintain its posture of ignorance until it became known in 
New Delhi on Saturday that the Bangladesh government was about to issue a statement 
of the incident to the press. 


Interestingly, the Bangladesh government had decided to issue the statement on the 
eve of Mrs. Hasina's arrival in Dacca and the object obviously was that, with the 
Bangladesh government's version of the incident splashed in the morning papers, the 
ovation Mrs. Hasina was expected to receive at Dacca, should be somewhat neutral- 
ised. 
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The strategy wae obviously well planned, Two leading government-owned newapaperse 
of Dacca had taken the unprecedented step of sending their special correspondents 
to Delhi a week in advance ae part of their plan to build up @ campaign againat 
Mra. Hasina, 


The BANGLADESH TIMES, in ite teaue of May 14, carried a despatch from ite special 
correspondent quoting “some political circles" in Delhi as saying that the Indian 
ruling party wae trying to “inetal [ae published] a stooge (meaning Mre. Hasina) 
in Dacca," 


THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER reported that Mra. Hasina had “parried questions” from ite 
apecial correspondent about Talpatti (New Moore island) and Parakka eaying that she 
would give her observations on these iesues on her return to Dacca. 


At the same time, some Dacca newspapers published "commemorative" stories on 
the abortive “Parakka march" by Maulana Bhashani in 1976. 


The normal news reporting by the Indian presse on the election of Mre. Hasina as 
president of the Awami League, was sought to be interpreted by the correspondents 
as a build-up for Mre. Hasina with ulterior objectives, ignoring the fact that 
after the initial coverage, nothing substantial had been published in India on the 
Awami League president's activities. 


In fact, Mre. Hasina has been maintaining silence on all Bangladesh issues. She 
issued only one statement before her departure, indicating her political objectives 
in Bangladesh, but that was quite obviously addressed to her people in her own 
country.

BENGAL CHIEF MINISTER TELLS PRESS OF LEFT CAMPAIGN 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 19 May 81 p 5 
[Text] May 18, 


The left front in West Bengal has begun a campaign to preserve democracy and would 
like all to come together for the purpose, Mr. Jyoti Basu, Marxiet chief minister 
of West Bengal, told newemen here today. 


Participating in a "met-the-prese" programme of the Bombay Union of Journalists, 
Mr. Basu added that people disagreed with them (left front parties) on many funda- 
mental points, but yet they could join them to “preserve whatever democracy we have 
and extend those democratic rights." 





The CPM and other members of the left front had decided that the time had come to 
place before the people of the country facts about what was happening in West 
Bengal and the Centre's role in that, Mr. Basu said. 


Campaign Launched 


For this, the front has started a campaign and he had already visited Tamil Nadu 
and Kerala and he would visit Delhi. Here, he addressed a public meeting, besides 
meeting the press. 


The ruling party at the Centre did not believe in democratic rule and it had given 
proof of this, he alleged. 


There was lawlessness and violence and disorder perpetrated by the Congress (1), 
encouraged by the leadership at the Centre, Mr. Basu alleged. "Mrs. Gandhi does 
not pull back her people taken to this path." 


There was talk of “confrontation” between the Centre and the state, though the left 
front would like competition among the state governments and between them and the 
Centre. 


The front was disturbed over the "confrontation" issue, he said, adding that it 
would be undemocratic to dismiss an elected government before its time. 


An attack on any state government was an attack on democracy everywhere. Since 
there were certain bad signs, particularly from the time when Mre. Gandhi came to 
power, it was better for the opposition parties to be prepared, the Marxist leader 
said. 
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Asked whether the left front would welcome co-operation with the Bharatiya Janata 
Party, he pointed out that the latter had declared that it would not stand inter- 
vention by the Centre and eo it was welcome, 


In reply to a question, Mr. Basu said the Congress(U) in hie state was always 
inimical tothe left front. It did not command much influence, either. 


About the possible dismissal of his government by the Centre, he said: "No one 
is panicky. It ide not easy to throw out a government like oure in West Bengal." 
If that happened, the fight for democracy would be carried out on a different level. 


Closer Links 


The left front government, which completes four years in office on June 21, had 
tried to implement the minimum programme in various spheres and had forged closer 
links with the people. 


Nearly 850,000 employees, including policemen, had benefitted from the recent 
implementation of the pay commission award. A closer link had also been forged 
with the peasantry. 


On the other hand, many projects had been delayed because of delay in the Centre 
granting licences--partly due to inefficiency and partly for political reasons. 
The Centre did not also take over sick units. 


Asked whether there could be leftist unity at the all-India level, Mr. Basu said 
there were various issues on which there could be a consensus before political 
unity could be achieved. 


PTI adds: Mr. Basu said that he was opposed to the setting up of a joint negotia- 
ting committee on the new Moore island in the Bay of Bengal, as suggested by 
Bangladesh. 


He said that he had no doubt that the island belonged to India and there was no 
question of any negotiation. 


As regards press reports about the appointment of police chiefs in states by the 
Centre, Mr. Basu said he had read about it only in the newspapers. "If it is 
true, this is a typical example of authoritarianism since police is a state sub- 
ject," he said. 


Mr. Basu also defended his government's decision to drop the English language up 
to the fifth standard. He said this was nothing new as most of the state govern- 
ments had done so. Moreover, there had been recommendations by several com- 
mittees to this effect. 


Mr. Basu said the chief election commissioner had done great harm by postponing 
the by-elections twice. He said this had never been done earlier.

{Text} What is wrong with us? Why do communal riots continue despite assurances 
by responsible persons in the Government and outside of earnest efforts to main- 
tain and promote amity? Why is the elaborate talk of remedial measures followed 
by disproportionately meagre results? 


These questions were examined closely by the revived National Integration Council, 
at its first meeting in November last year. The ideas thrown up there covered 
a wide range. 


Reference was made to communal politics, to the laxity of the administrative 
machinery, to the sporadic nature of action om the past decisions, to tensions 
caused by uneven development resulting in regional and inter-class tensions and 
to the unbalanced composition of the law enforcement set-up. 


The debate remains unfinished, primarily because there is no let-up in communal 
violence: The ideas mooted in the National Integration Council and similar other 
forums will inevitably be pursued in the future rounds of discussion that would 
be necessary to evolve an effective strategy. 


Reproduced below are the arguments and observations of some of the participants 
in the Council's discussions, culled out from the verbatim records, just available.

by the second Council in respect of communalism, regionalism, educational problems 


The second National Integration Council did some commendable work. 
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and mase media should be reviewed, examined and refurbished, if need be, to make 
them suitable to the realities of life today, 


| would suggest that the principal reason for non-implementation of those recom- 
mendations wae that a working mechaniem was not created for the implementation of 
those recommendations, Unless a built-in working mechaniem is created, there is 
no good in the National Integration Council having such sessions. Of course it 
may produce other recommendations much more commendable. 


The National Integration Council, as it is today, ie faced with new challenges. 
The most important of those challenges is the question of secession, At that 
time the question of secession was not as important or as challenging ae it is 
today particularly in regard to the situation prevailing tn the North-Eastern 
region, There might have been certain trends at that time, but thie tendency 
towards secessionism is much more pronounced today and poses a grave threat to 
national unity. 


The secessionist and separatist forces are active in the entire North-Eastern 
region and in Kashmir. Foreign influences and foreign money are involved in it. 
Imperialist forces which are interested to see India being destabilised are also 
providing them succour, sustenance and all kinds of help. There is no point in 
denying this reality. 


There are parochial forces which are also operating today. The pernicious 
“sone of soil" theory is raging and is creating a great problem for national 
unity and integrity. 


Secularism should be the foundation of the entire basis of education and curricula. 
The working class is the vanguard of our national integration and national unity. 
it is not possible to build up integration by launching attacks on the democratic 
rights and liberties of the working class. It is a matter of great regret that 
certain State Governments have already taken measures to see that the democratic 
rights and civil liberties of the working class are attacked and curtailed, and 
there have been great erosions of their rights. 


It is necessary that the Centre-State relations should be recast and remodelled 
in order to satisfy the requirements of the political situation of India today. 
Those days are gone when we could conceive of a mono-party rule all over the 
country. It is to be noted that the era of multi-party rule has emerged. 


There is a tendency of having more power in the hands of the Centre. The question 
of national integration would then suffer a great setback. 


This Council should also take note of the signe of a new awakening among the 
tribal people about their legitimate rights, both political and economic. 


The Council should not be a forum of periodic rituals. It should be seized of 
these issues and take appropriate decisions.

Until and unless we stop political manoeuvres, communaliem would not be eradi- 
cated. This calle for heart-searching as to how far we are responsible for 
keeping communaliem alive in the country. We raise slogans of “Hindu, Muslim 
Bhai Bhai.” But I have never seen real brothers trying to prove that they are 
brothers. This very slogan shows that we are not one, we are divided, we are 
fragmented. 


We are not prepared to give up considerations of political gain so that the 
country may be rid of communaliem. If we are not able to do this, this exercise 
may better be given up.

Il have no confidence that anything can really be achieved unless there is a 

total understanding and cooperation with the local authorities. Much of what has 
been said today is perfectly true. It cannot be achieved unless the authorities 
in charge particularly of law and order, in charge of the activities of the 
people that are controlled by the Government, if those authorities are non- 
communal. Unless they are secular, there is no way of ensuring that the worst 
will not happen again. 


I know the absolute fact that in Jamshedpur when the riots took place there was 
not that secular and non-communal attitude on the part of certain forces. I am 
sorry to have, for instance, to say this because I know for a fact that when the 
Army was called upon, the Army had to say and did say that it would shoot any 
policeman who was rioting.

To my mind the purpose of this Council is to find areas of agreement, not to name 
persons, not to use strong words, We should try to rise above narrow considera~ 
tions for some time. I do not say there will not be political differences, | 

do not say there will not be differences of approaches on various problems, But 
can't we think that on certain national iesues which are of national importance, 
we can create an atmosphere of national conciliation and national consensus not 
only in implementing certain things but even in policy formulation? 


Mr. Bhupesh Gupta who is a scientific socialist, who always believes in objective 
thinking, talked of history text books. I agree they are important things. But 
where 60 per cent of the people are illiterate, not a word has been said about 
adult literacy. How can you build a new nation?

NAGA FACTION ATTACKS BORDER AREA ARMY POST 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 14 May 81 p 1 


[Text) Kohima, May 13 (UNI)--Seven armymen, including a JCO, were killed by the 
Muivah-L[eak faction of the underground Nagas in a surprize attack at Fakmali, in 
Tuen Sang district bordering Burma, in the early hours of yesterday, according 
to an official report. 


The group, which came from northern Burma, stormed the army outpost when the seven 
inmates of the camp were sleeping. The JCO and five jawans were killed on the 

spot, while another jawan succumbed to his injuries later in the hospital, the report 
said. 


The underground Nagas decamped with two light machineguns, two stenguns, three 
rifles, one wireless set and a large quantity of ammunition of various types, the 
report said. 


This was the biggest attack on the army post by the underground Nagas since the 
signing of the Shillong Accord in 1975. 


Heavy reinforcement and security forces were rushed to the spot. Intensive combing 
operation is on. 


The underground Nagas escaped to their north Burma hideout after the incident. 


The Muivah-Isak gang had been on the Burmese side of the border since its return 
from China more than four years ago. 


Although Muivah is a close relative of self-exiled Naga rebel leader A Z Phizo, 
he is said to have fallen out with him on ideological grounds. 


Both Muivah and Isak were among the earliest to go to China after the rebels 
decided to seek assistance of that country in October [year illegible]. 


The exact strength of this group is not known. One estimate has put it at between 


200 and 300. It has been in the lightly administered northern Shan state of Burma, 
making forays into Indian territory.

Mr Mukherjee stressed the need for identify new areas of cooperation [as published] 
to strive for doubling the trade turnover during the next five years. 


Both the sides agreed on the need for joint ventures in the third countries, 
specially in the developing countries. They also discussed the need for launch- 
ing joint efforts for setting up new international economic orders. 


The meeting also took note of the fact that the trade turnover between the two 
countries had risen from Rs 3.8 crore in 1959 to Rs 34.2 crore in 1979. It also 
took note of the fact that the annual trade plan for 1981 between the two coun- 
tries concluded recently at Bucharest has envisaged the total trade turnover of 
Rs 240 crore as against Rs 219.4 crore in 1980.

PAKISTANI ENVOY: KARACHI SEEKS FRIENDSHIP 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 16 May 81 pp 1, 9 


[Text] New Delhi, May 15: The Pakistani ambassador in New Delhi, Mr. Abdul 
Sattar, said today that his country did not seek an arms parity with India, had 
not received any military aid from the United States for the last 15 years and 
had no intention of producing nuclear waspons. 


He asserted there was no genuine reason for any weakening of the Simla spirit 
and the government of Pakistan looked forward to a "genuine dialogue with India." 


Varied Interpretations 


Speaking at a meeting organised by the Delhi study group at the Pakistani embassy 
here this evening, Mr. Sattar said a propitious step towards that vista, hope- 
fully, would be the forthcoming visit to Pakistan by the Indian external affairs 
minister, Mr. Narasimha Rao. He said, "People of goodwill in both countries must 
hope that Mr. Rao's visit will make a positive contribution and foster a climate 
of mutual goodwill and confidence." 


In an elaboration of Pakistan's defence and foreign policies, Mr. Sattar also 
projected the country's perception regarding regional co-operation and the 
Afghanistan question, particularly the problem of refugees. 


He said that "misleading reports" about negotiations between Pakistan and the U.S. 
had been exploited and "scare-mongers have conjured up the Frankenstein of a 
nuclear Pakistan bristling with sophisticated weapons." 


Mr. Sattar said Pakistan had to replace the obsolete and worn-out equipment in its 
defence forces. The anxious security environment in the region lent urgency to 
the need. 


He said terms "massive" and "sophisticated" and what constituted military aid were 
all relative. "Observers in Pakistan probably differ in their judgment from "that 
of our friends in India" as to whether MIG-23s and 25s and Jaguar deep-penetration 
strike aircraft and T-27 tanks are ‘sophisticated', whether their numbers are 
‘massive’ and whether the terms of the British and Soviet loans qualify them for 
description as "aid". [as published] 


The ambassador said a subjective complication in India-Pakistan relations had been 
injected by assumptions in regard to Pakistan's nuclear intentions. He asserted 
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that Pakistan's nuclear programme was relatively modest, It comprised a 125 MW 
reactor subject to international inspection, and research and development projects, 
geared exclusively to peaceful purposes, 


The ambassador said it had been stated that cause of concern in India was not 
really the arms that Pakistan might acquire, but that this concern centres on 
military pacts or strategic arrangements into which Pakistan might be lured. Thus 
inducting superpower rivalry into South Asia. [as published] 


Pointing out that no such proposal had been put forward by anyone, he said Pakistan 
had made it clear that it valued the Islamic conference and the non-aligned move- 
ment too much to allow its role and contribution in these organisations in any 

way to be compromised, 


He, however, felt it did not carry conviction if one focussed attention on the 
danger of induct‘-~ of one super power but ignored that of the other.

SOVIET AMBASSADOR SPEAKS AT SOLIDARITY MEETING 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 15 May 81 p 10 


[Text] Reiterating the Soviet commitment to work for world peace, USSR Ambassador 
in India Yuli Vorontsov declared on Thursday that “our country does not at all 

want the emergence of a situation of military confrontation of the USSR and the USA 
in the Indian Ocean". 


Speaking on "Soviet initiatives for lessening tensions and against arme build up" 
at a public meeting organised in the Capital by the All India Peace and Solidarity 
Organisation, he said, “the USSR considers it desirable to remove tension, to 
eliminate any manifestations of arms race in this region, to extend to it the 
process of detent". 


Sounding a warning that "the clouds of war are really gathering", the Ambassador 
referred to a “wide spectrum of concrete and realistic initiatives made by the 
Soviet Union with the aim of reducing the dangers of war. 


"Unfortunately", he said “the ruling circles on the other side of the Atlantic 
have chosen now to launch upon a wild course of adventurism and recklessness which 
causes 4 serious setback to this process". 


"They use all pretextes and every conceivable means to interfere in the affairs of 
other peoples in order to promote their objective of military-political expansion", 
Mr Vorantsov said. [as published] 


Dwelling on the threat to peace in and around the Indian Ocean, he noted that the 
US military presence in the regionawas “unprecedented in peace time" and its naval 
concentration “the largest since the second world war". 


Describing what he called “a myth about Soviet threat" to the oil lanes of the 
west as a “canard, a total and white lie", Mr Vorontsov said this was being done 
to justify western powers’ increasing military presence in the Indian Ocean and 
Persian Gulf. 


Afghan Events 
Events in Afghanistan had nothing to do with the real causes of the western military 


build-up in the Indian Ocean he said adding that imperialist forces were persis- 
tently making frenzied references to Afghanistan only to “legitimatise” in the eyes 
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of the world their permanent and powerful pesence [as published] in the region. 
"That te why Washington is turning ite back on all peaceful initiatives for solving 
the situation around Alchaniatan", he said, 


These militariet actions, the Ambassador observed, increased the threat to the 
peace and security of the Indian Ocean countries, while a "strategic threat to 
the security of the USSR from the southern direction has emerged". 





"Naturally", he addec we cannot remain indifferent to th‘s emerging danger and 
we are compelled to cake some precautions", 


Mr Vorontsov said his country firmly stood for the implementation of the UN deci- 
sion to hold in Sri Lanka an international conference on the Indian Ocean. But 
some powers were "trying to delay, or even frustrate completely, the convocation of 
this conference", he said. 


Recalling Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's recent observation that it is essen- 
tial not to stray from the correct path, Mr Vorontsov listed the various Soviet 
peace initiatives and proposals to resolve outstanding international problems. 


While stressing that it was “sheer madness" to expect to win a nuclear war, the 
Ambassador also emphasised that “we will never consent to any agreement conferring 
unilateral advantages on the USA". 


It was fratifying, [as published] he said that India and her Prime Minister Mrs 
Indira Gandhi, had commended Mr Brezhnev's proposals in this regard as worthy of 
consideration. 


Earlier Professor Rasheeduddin Khan MP who presided over the meeting, said: 

"When we talk about super powers, we must take into account their policy, orienta- 
tion and attitude towards other countries. We can only judge this when we see 
which super power is more sympathetic to the countries of the third world". 


He praised the Soviet Union for lending unflinching support to these countries in 
the interest of world peace.

ELECTRONICS CORPORATION REPORTS 5-YEAR LOSSES 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 15 May 81 p 5 


[Text] The Electronics Corporation of India (ECIL) has written off stocks worth 
Re 2.22 crores in the last three years, reporte UNI. 


During the period 1975-80, the KCIL sales fell below the value of production except 
in the year 1978-79, according to the latest report on the corporation by the 
Committee on Public Undertakings. 


Losses occurred to the extent of Re 105 lakh in 1977-78 and Re 146 lakh in 1978-79. 
The total Government investment in the company was Re 1,589 lakh comprising Re 785 
lakh in equity and Re 804 lakh loan as at the end of March 1980. 


Except for 1972-73 and 1973-74, no dividend was received by the Government. The 
company was set up in 1967 with the primary objective of designing and manufacturing 
electronic component, instruments and systems. 


The report sayr that among the various factors that had led the company to this 
situation were excessive research orientation rather than commercial and self- 
imposed restraint on adopting foreign know-how. Changing electronic environment, 
unprofitable product mix, lack of effective market surveys and sales promotion. 
[as published] 


According to the committee, the computer manufacturing wing fared very badly. 
The company has closed down the microwave division and eliminated seven products. 


The report points out that there is not much cost control-consciousness in the 
ECIL. Selling prices of several products had been fixed lower than the cost of 
production and cost of sales. There were 44 such cases in 1977-78, 54 in 1978-79 
and 32 in 1979-80. 


There has been delay of more than one year in the execution of eight long-term 
contracts valued at 47 lakh to Rs 202 lakh for the supply of power reactor instru- 
mentation and computer system. The delay had resulted in reduction of profits in 
three cases and loss of Rs 24.49 lakh as against the anticipated profit of Rs 10 
lakh in one case. Further, a number of major profitable programmes planned for 
1979-80 did not materialise. ‘All this clearly shows that there has been no system 
of project monitoring and control’. 
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in order to cope with the rapid development of technology in advanced countries, 
13} foreign collaborations were now under consideration besides the three that 
were finalised in 1979-80, 


A acrutiny of the terme of collaboration agreement reveale that there are several 
restrictions on export righte and horigontal tranefer of technology within the 
country, 


The report saye that on the one hand the ECIL's products like computers were 
reportedly rendered unprofitable on account of industrial licensing and import 
policies of the Government. On the other, profitable lines of production were 
either not allowed to be established or expanded. 


The committee notes that TV division of ECIL is quite remunerative. Though there is 
demand for EC TV sets, production could not be augmented, the Government having, 

as 4 matter of policy, refused to licence the expansion beyond 20,000 sets per 
annum. The company wae refused licence for the manufacture of TV tubes in 1979 
although it had the necessary know-how. Refusal was on the ground that there was 
no need for addicional capacity. However, at the same time, a licence was granted 
on regional considerations to a private firm which did not have the requisite know- 
how. 


The annual general body meetings of the company have been reduced to a farce and 
the meetings are summoned at a short notice, the report says. It is distressing 
that there hae been virtually no action-oriented review of performance of the ECIL 
by the Department of Atomic Energy, the report adds.

UAE NEWSPAPER REVEALS DAYAN INDIA VISIT DETAILS

[Text] Sharjah, May 15 (GNA): The secret visit of Gen. Moshe Dayan, former 
leraeli foreign minister, to India early in 1978 wae arranged by a Jewish business- 
man called 'Ezen Bird’, who represented a number of British and German companies 

in New Delhi, AL KHALEEJ, the Sharjah-based newspaper said yesterday. 


The paper said it was disclosing all the detaile of Gen. Dayan's secret visit to 
India when the Janata government led by Mr. Morarji Desai was in power. 


In ite feature on the visit, the paper said the Jewish businessman managed to set 
up business relations with Mr. Kanti Desai, son of the then prime minister. Mr. 
Kanti Desai introduced the businessman to his father and conveyed to him Gen. 
Dayan's wish to visit India, it said. 


The paper said Gen. Dayan arrived in Bombay in 1978 aboard an Alitalia plane. He 
was carrying an ordinary passport but was in disguise. He was wearing a thick 
moustache and black glasses after taking his “familiar band" off his eye. 


The meeting was held in Mr. Morarji's house and in the attendance of the external 
affairs minister, Mr. Atal Bihari Vajpayee, it said. 


It added that the target behind Gen. Dayan's visit was to seek India's support to 
Camp David accords and to convince the countries of the non-aligned movement to 
support the Egyptian-Israeli peace plans. 


The secret visit aleo aimed to “break the ice” between India and Israel in a bid 
to set up full diplomatic relations between the two countries, the paper said.

According to the Ministry, the increase in aggregate losses was due to the 
higher loss suffered by the Heavy Engineering Corporation (HEC) which was 

Re 40.95 crore and the decline in profite of the Bharat Heavy Electricals Ltd 
from Re 43.30 crore in 1979-80 to Re 35 crore in 1980-81, 


Another undertaking in which profite declined in 1980-81 was the Hindustan 
Machine Tools Ltd. The HMT profits came down to Re 16.79 crore from Re 23.73 
crore in 1979-80. The decline in their profite was attributed to the two month's 
strike in their Bangalore, Hyderabad and Kalamassery unite. 


The Ministry however expected that with the improvement in production the under- 


takings were likely to earn an aggregate profit of Re 10.08 crore during 1981- 
82.

ANTLGOVERNMENT GROUP HONORS MARATHI WRITERS 





Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 May 81 p 5 


[Text] Bombay, May 12. Prizes of Re 1,000 each were given to eight Marathi 
writers at a function held here yesterday in protest against the Maharashtra 
government's recent controversial decision on book awards. 


The entire amount for the prizes was raised through donations from numerous 
individuals so as to bring about people's participation in the anti-government 
move. As a spokesman of the function said, many donors were willing to meet the 
entire expense single-handed. But this was deliberately avoided. 


The government recently rejected on political grounds the recommendation of an 
expert committee for giving awards to three books. The decision had created 
a furore at the Marathi sahitya sammelan held in Akola early this year. 


Mr N. G. Goray, Janata Party leader and former high commissioner in London, 
presided. The function was organised by a Marathi weekly known for its right- 
wing views. The prizes were given by a non-political figure, Mr Jeetendra 
Abhisheki, well-known vocalist and music director. 


Of the three writers, whose books were rejected for government awards, two re- 
ceived the prizes, Mr Vinay Hardikar and Mr B. N. Rajhans. The third, Mr Arun 
Sadhu, noted novelist and author of "Simhasan," the book in question, was not 
present on the occasion. 


Prizes were also given to six writers and poets who had announced that they would 
not accept the awards announced by the government. The writers were: Prof. Y. 

D. Phadke, A. N. Pednekar, Mahavir Jondhale, Ratnakar Matkari, Vasant Bapat and 
Mangesh Padgaonkar. Their action too was in protest against the government's 
decision. 


Prof. G. B. Sardar, distinguished scholar, explained that the function was in- 
tended to be only a symbolic protest and that there was no intention to create 
parallel awards. In fact, he said, no one should think of going in for such a 
parallel scheme since writers always needed to work in cooperation with the 
government without compromising. 


He said that Marathi literature with its tradition of over 700 years could not 
be taken lightly. The government, he said, had realised its mistake in reject- 
ing the awards. But now it has become a matter of prestige, he said. 
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Mr N. G, Goray said that there was nothing wrong in receiving prizes from the 
government as it was the duty of the authorities to promote literature and 
culture, 


However, the fact was that the government had ignored the recommendations of 
various committees like the administrative reforms committee, on many occasions. 


He suggested that no entries for government literary awards be sent till the 
government gave an assurance that it would not bypass expert recommendations. 


Prof. Madhav Manohar, literary critic, said that the government's decision was 
an affront to good taste and its defence of the action even more appalling. 


Prof. Y. D. Phadke announced that he would donate the prize money and Rs 1,000 
rom his own pocket in aid of Baba Amte's social work. Vinay Hardikar too 
announced that he would donate the prize amount to two social service organisa- 
tions. 


The government rejected Hardikar's '"Janacha Prawahaho Chlila" a book on the 
author's emergency experiences, on the ground that it contained certain refer- 
ences detrimental to national integration. The objection to Sadhu's book was 
that it showed rural politicians in poor light and Rajahan's book on Mr Jaya- 
prakash Narayan was found to make the allegation that Mr Narayan's kidney was 
deliberately damaged at the instance of Mrs Indira Gandhi. 


Mr Goray said that Mr Narayan had himself told him that he suspected that this 
had happened. 


Mr G. V. Behere, editor of the weekly SOBAT, welcomed the gathering.

Answering questions about overdrafts by various States, the Reserve Bank Governor 
said warnings have been issued to the State Governments against this. The State's 
had no right to overdraw at the RBI had fixed their overdraft limits at two and

Mr Patel said the question of restructuring the banking system as a whole was 
under consideration. The policy regarding opening of new branches of banks would 
also be revised shortly. However, the emphasis would continue to be on more 
branches in rural areas, he said.

SMALL INDUSTRIES GROUP REPORTS PRODUCTION INCREASE

[Text] New Delhi, May 12: Production by small-scale units increased from Re 
7,200 crores in 1973-74 to Re 19,060 crores in 1979-80, according to the annual 
report of the small industries development organisation (SIDO). 


The small-scale sector accounted for 62 per cent of the production by village 
and small industries in terms of value added or 23 per cent of the total indus- 
trial production in the country. 


Employment doubled during the same period--from three million to 6.46 million. 
Exports from this sector totalled Rs 1,050 crores or 16 per cent of the total 
exports in 1979-80. 


In 1980-81, the production in the small-scale sector was estimated at Ks 28,080 
crores at current prices. 


A total of 235,300 units received technical economic and managerial assistance 
from SIDO during 1980-81. The workshops and testings centres of SIDO executed 
33,750 jobs and supplied 26,000 drawings and blueprints to small entrepreneurs. 
In addition, 8,550 units were given export and marketing assistance. 


The small-scale sector today produces not only consumer goods but many sophisti- 
cated and precision products like electronic systems, electro-medical equipment 
and TV sets. 


The sixth five-year plan aims at an 8.7 per cent annual growth in production by 
the small-scale sector. It is expected that by the end of 1984-85, a production 
— of Rs 32,873 crores would be achieved The value of exports from this sec-

ALIGARH MUSLIM UNIVERSITY CLOSES AFTER LNCIDENT

[Text] Aligarh, May 12 (PTL). THe Aligarh Muslim University was closed for an 
indefinite period today after one student was killed and another injured in 
police firing in front of the vice-chancellor's residence. 


The students have been asked to vacate hostels. 
Four students sustained minor injuries in the incident. 


The district magistrate, Mr R. R. Shah, said that about one hundred students came 
to the V-C's residence to court arrest. They were followed by a very large num- 
ber of students who were shouting slogans against the vice-chancellor and district 
authorities. They indulged in heavy brick-bat-throwing, resulting in injuries to 
22 police and CRPF personnel, including an additional district magistrate, a 
superintendent of police and an assistant commandant of CRPF. 


As heavy brickbat-throwing continued, police fired four rounds. Two students 
were injured, one of whom died in hospital. The condition of the other was 
stated to be serious. 


Among other things, the students are demanding the resignation of the vice- 
chancellor, Mr Sayed Hamid. 


The university was reopened in phases from April 9 after about two months’ clo- 
sure following student violence.

NORTHERN STATES HAMPER POWER GRID PROGRESS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 13 May 81 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, May 12. Some northern states are hampering the progress of 
the national power grid by resisting the inatallation of equipment for control- 
Ling power flow. 


The load frequency controllers, which are necessary for optimising the power 
system operation and cutting losses, have already been installed in the southern 
region and the eastern and western regions have agreed to implement them. The 
scheme is, however, being opposed by the states in the northern region as they 
are afraid of losing control of their hydro stations. 


According to the Central Electricity Authority (CEA), the system is essential 
for the successful functioning of the national power grid. The continued oppo- 
sition of the northern states may delay efficient operation of even the regional 
grid. 


The load frequency controller scheme does not involve any equipment at the power 
houses to act on the generators. It comprises only software through which 

the computers at the regional load despatch centre convey a signal to the com- 
puter terminal at the state load despatch centre through an interface. 


The CEA, under whose overall control the scheme is being implemented, feels that 
the load frequency controllers are essential for the working of even a regional 
grid of the dimension of the northern grid. 


Thies is not the only controversy surrounding the concept of a national grid. 

While transmission voltage of 400 kv has been adopted for the national grid, there 
ie a view that 500 kv would have been more advantageous and that India should 

have learnt from the experience of other countries which regretted their choice 

of 400 kv. 


According to the energy ministry, the decision of transmission voltage was taken 
i. 1971 on the basis of proven systems. The industry went into collaboration 
for 400 kv equipment and a fresh decision would require the industry to change 
over. 


Some experts have also felt that the transmission towers from Singrauli to 
Delhi and other sectors should have been constructed for more than one circuit 
even though it would have required additional investments. 
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The government has not fixed any time-frame for the completion of the national 
power grid though it has been stated that regional gride with permanent load 
facilities at the regional and state levels would become operational by the end 
ot the sixth plan, The parliamentary estimates committee has suggested that a 
time-bound programme for competing the various etates of the national grid should 
be laid down and progress monitored with a view to making the national grid a 
reality by a target date. [as published)

Another, he said, was to find solutions to the burning problems of the common 
man and to preserve democracy. The “alternative” united front would be that of 
left parties, organisations, groups and individuals who accepted these policies, 
he said. 


Mr Namboodiripad said it was strange that the BJP, the Janata Party and the 

Lok Dal tend to forget reality, each claiming itself to be the political alterna- 
tive to the Congress(I). The CPM did not do this, although it had more claims 
with three communist chief ministers in the country. 


He made it clear that in building a left and democrat've alternative to the 
Congress(I), the CPM would also oppose the economic and social policies of the 
BJP, the Janata Party and the Lok Dal. 

He said his party could not subscribe to the Janata leader, Mr Morarji Desai's 
contention that there was nothing wrong in US arming Pakistan.

TECHNOLOGY CENTER FOR THIRD WORLD PLANNED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 14 May 81 p 7 
[Article by L. K. Sharma: “India To Have Technology Centre for Third World") 


[Text] New Delhi, May 13. A centre for science and technology for non-aligned 
countries will be established in India during the current financial year for pro- 
moting joint research in selected fields and transfer of technology among devel- 
oping countries. 


The proposal for such a centre has been under consideration in various forums 
during the past several years. The Colombo non-aligned summit had approved the 
establishment of the centre at Lima but when Peru expressed its inability to 
provide host facilities for the centre, India offered to step in. 


A plenipotentiary conference of non-aligned and developing countries will adopt 
the statutes of the centre, which will come into being after ratificiation b 
the prescribed number of countries. 


In the initial stages, India would be expected to provide facilities such as 
land, buildings and possibly a core staff. The centre is expected to function 
as a clearing house of information regarding technical capabilities of non- 
aligned countries. Its activities will strengthen the concept of collective 
self-reliance through technical cooperation among developing countries. 


India is one of the five coordinating non-aligned countries for cooperation in 
science and technology. It had earlier provided host facilities for a regional 
centre for technology transfer which was set up in Bangalore in 1977 under the 
administrative control of the Economic Commission for Asia and the Pacific (ES- 
CAP). This UN centre, however, faced serious financial problems and had to 
organise its activity within this limitation. Recently, it has got a major 
technical cooperation project approved following the establishment of an interim 
U.N. fund for science and technology for development. 


With its considerable technological capabilities and scientific manpower, India 
is now planning to coordinate national efforts for providing technical coopera- 
tion to other developing countries. Three ministries are involved in identifi- 
cation and approval of projects and a sum of $5.8 million is being made avail- 
able for these projects for the current three-year cycle of technical cooperation 
among the developing countries. 
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Sume projects have already been identified. The administrative problema related 
to the utilisation of these funda are being sorted out by the United Nations 
Development programme (UNDP) since it is from its assistance to India that the 
funda have been earmarked, 


India ranks first among the countries of the Colombo Plan region in providing 
technical assistance in the form of training and services of experts. Several 
pilot plants based on the Indian know-how are being set up in Burma, Indian 
consultancy organisations have assisted a number of developing countries in 
activities connected with industrial and infra- [as published) 


However, the effort made till now is just the beginning, if one considers the 
immense potential that existe in the field. Indian technological capabilities 
and processes are more suited to the requirements of other developing countries 
which have often found the more sophisticated Western technologies to be some- 
what inappropriate in their conditions. 


Leaders from Latin American, African and West Asian countries have been impressed 
by India's advancement in science and technology and all recent visitors from 
these countries expressed their keenness to intensify technical cooperation with 
India. If the Mexican President wanted India to assist his country in agricul- 
tural research, leaders from oil-producing countries desired India's assistance 
in the petrochemicals field, Some of these countries also face the restrictive 
practices of the Western companies holding sophisticated technologies. Techni- 
cal cooperation naturally brings commercial benefits also to the parties con- 
cerned, 


India has not been able to project its scientific and technological achievements 
in developing countries to the extent it could have because of lack of co-ordina- 
tion between R and D agencies and industry in the country. This has hampered 

the commercial exploitation of indigenous design and development in some of the 
most sophisticated areas where the gap between India and the advanced countries 
was not considerable. 


Most Striking Case 


The most striking case is that of India's advances in the space technology. India 
set up its satellite earth stations largely through its own efforts. It design d 
and built up a terrestrial infrastructure for satellite TV when hardly any advan.ed 
country had ventured into the field. It was some years later that several 
developing countries started going in for satellite communications, offering to 
Western companies contracts for turn-key projects. 


Even though it had established a lead in this field among developing countries, 
India could get no share in this growing market. This was because any commer- 
cial exploitation of indig*.ous development was beyond the terms of reference 

of the prime R and D agency, the Indian Space Research Organisation. The public 
sector units such as Electronics Corporation of India Ltd. and the Indian Tele- 
phone Industries should have formed a consortium to further refine the equipmen: 
and to bid for foreign orders in the space technology, the business in which 

is increasing at a mind-boggling pace.

COMMITTEE PLANNED TO WORK OUT ASSAM SOLUTION 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 19 May 81 p 1 
[Text] New Delhi, May 18, 


A small tripartite committee consisting of representatives of Assam movement 
leaders and officials of the Union home ministry will be constituted to thrash 
out a formula to determine the future of foreigners who infiltrated into Assam 
between 1961 and 1971. 


The proposals mooted by he Union home minister, Mr. Zail Singh, at his brief 
separate meetings with te All-Assam Students’ Union and the All-Assam Gana Sangram 
Parishad delegations today was acceoted by the movement leaders. 


The proposal was made in the belief that it was not possible to work out a cogent 
formula at a meeting attended by nearly 40 people. 


This is not the first time that the committee device was used to solve the for- 
eigners problem in Assam. In March last, a similar committee was constituted to 
draft proposals. 


The draft proposals, however, could not be discussed with the home minister, who 
said that the foreigners question had international ramifications. The government 
needed more time to consider the question. 


Contrary to a statement made by the home ministry in October last that the movement 
leaders had accepted the modalities of detection of foreigners and /suo moto/ [in 
italics] grant of citizenship to all detected foreigners who entered the state 
between 1951 and 1961, the movement leaders today asserted that the question was 
linked wit. the distribution of foreigners who came between 1961 and 1971 amongst 
various states. 


The movement leaders objected to this part of the resume of the last meeting. 
According to the 1971 census, 1,300,000 Hindus and 24,000 Muslims clandestinely 
entered Assam between 1961 and 1971. 


The movement leaders also objected and "if possible" deported or sent post-1971 
infiltrators would be detected and "if possible" depored [as published] or sent 
elsewhere. 
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The leaders held that those who came after 1971 had to be shifted or deported and 
that the government could not hedge behind ‘ifs' and 'buts,' 


The government could easily start negotiations with Bangladesh for repatriation 
in the same manner in which the Sri Lanka government concluded an agreement for 
repatriation of Indians settled in Sri Lanka, 


The AASU president, Mr. Prafulla Kumar Mohanta, and general secretary, Mr. Bhrigu 
Kumar Phukan, later said if the government accepted their proposal to move out the 
foreign nationals who had entered the state during 1961-1971 to other states, they 
would accept regularisation of those who entered the state between 1951 and 1961, 


"Under no cir umstances, would they compromise their basic stand that the detec- 


tion of foreign nationals should begin from 1951." There was no question of their 
accepting 1967 or any other year as a cut-off date,

DROUGHT HITS 852 VILLAGES IN RAJASTHAN 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 19 May 81 p 22

[Text] Pali, May 18: Of the 852 villages in this drought-prone western district 
of Rajasthan, four are now totally uninhabitated and the rest have been declared 
famine-affected. [as published] 


About 1.27 million people and 300,000 cattle are facing acute shortage of 
drinking water. In fact, nearly 200,000 cattle have already migrated from 
the district, 


In about 60 problem villages, human beings and cattle quench their thirst from 
the same villege ponds which are occasionally filled by tankers arranged by the 
district authorities. 


Although the availability of foodgrains or fodder is not much of a problem the 
loss of 75 per cent of the kharif crop has resulted in very low purchasi.g power 
among the people in rural areas. The almost total failure of the winter rains 
in the district has aggravated the drinking water problem. 


Twelve tankers and five tractor-t.ollies are engaged in supplying drinking water 
to some hard-hit villages. But the villagers complain that the water supplied 
is inadequate. In these circumstances, taking a bath in this summer month is a 
luxury exclusively meant for the few whealthy. [as published] 


Abuut 57,000 people, mostly women, are engaged in 800 relief works spread all 
over the district. Each labourer is paid Rs. 7 a day. Although payments are 
made every fortnight, instances of delay are not rare. 


Mr. P. R. Parikh, additional district magistrate of Pali, told this correspondent 
that the labourers had been paid their due till April 15. 


He pointed out that tnese works had been started by various departments and pay- 
ments were made directly by officials in-charge of the works. The district 
administration was only co-ordinating these efforts aimed at providing relief 

to the drought-affected people. 


Besides this, 568 works have been started by various panchayat samitis. These 
are of a local nature and are essentially meant to create permanent village assets. 
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The forest department has also embarked upon an ambitious programme of creating 
a vast grass belt. Fourteen fodder depots have been set up where grass is sold 
at a subsidised rate for milch cattle, 


Each panchayat samiti is entitled to a loan of Rs, 5,000 to purchase stocks of 
grass for sale to cattle owners in its area, This enables the people to save on 
transport charges to a considerable extent, 


The government manages fodder-depots which sell dry grass for Rs. 21 to Rs. 23 
a quintal, The district authorities still have 68,000 quintals of fodder in 
stock after having sold about 25,000 quintals. 


Those cattle being moved to other areas are provided fodder free of charge once 
daily. 


The district administration has also taken up a number of minor irrigation and 
soil conservation schemes besides making use of the available underground water 
resources, 


About 9,000 people and nearly 32,000 cattle in ten villages benefit from water 
supplied by the Jawai canal. Ninety-five existing wells have been deepened and 
73 wells dug recently to add to the drinking water resources. 


However, the underground water available in the district has more fluoride con- 
tent than acceptable. As a result, at least 25 per cent of the population of 
Venput village in Ranj panchayat of Bali tehsil has developed health problems. 
The affected people are mostly in the 30-45 age group. 


The government has sanctioned Rs. 1.85 crores for water supply schemes for 52 
villages. Work on these schemes is likely to be completed by next year,

About a lakh civilians have been vacated forcibly from over 1,000 villages of the 
Pakistan side adjacent to the line of actual control in Jammu and Kashmir aad 
Punjab, Rajasthan and Gujarat. 


This has been done by top officials of the Pakistan defence forces to facilitate 
their ground, Air Force, artillery and armoured divisions’ current round the clock 
exercises. 


According to official reports reaching here today Pakistan's suicide squads have 
been undergoing tough mountain exercises. Army and Air Force personnel, right 
from the Karakoram ranges of Ladakh to Peer Panjal range of mountains in the 
Kashmir valley and other border areas have been getting training in guerilla 
warfare. 


The Pakistani defence forces, according to these reports, have also receutly con- 
structed 96 new defence aerodromes and helipads adjacent to Indian borders in 
violation of the Simla agreement. 


Training is imparted by Chinese Army officials. The main purpose of training 
these suicide squad guerillas and paratroopers, who look like Sikhs, Hindu 
Brahmins and Lamas of Ladakh is that they should be sent into Indian territory 
whenever there is any Indo-Pakistan conflict or war to create disaffection within 
Indian armed forces or to mislead them. 
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MINISTRY ESTIMATES GRAIN TARGET MAY BE EXCEEDED

[Text] The atest estimates from States show that wheat production in the current 
rabi will marginally surpass the target of % million tonnes, reporte UNI. 


Uttar Pradesh hae exceeded ite target subs antially, while Punjab and Haryana 
have done very well despite the incidence of Karnal bunt and brown rust deesase 
[ae published) in the parte of the State. 


The States wich have not done so well include Bihar, Maharashtra, and Weat Bengal, 
and also Rajasthan which has faced a widespread drought. 


Meanwhile, wheat procurement has crossed three million tonnes. However, it is 
still lagging behind the performance recorded during the corresponding period last 
year, but wae better than the preceding year, which was a year of record crop. 


Againet the arrivals of more than 3.3 million tonnes of wheat in the mandis, pro- 
curement to date is 3.2 mi.lion tonnes. During this period last year, procurement 
was 3.65 million tonnes, against arrivale of 3.79 million tonnes. 


The State which has done well so far in procurement, compared to last year, is 
Uttar Pradesh. It has procured 475,000 tonnes against 318,000 tonnes last year. 
Punjab has procured a little less than two million tonnes, against 2.4 million 
tonnes last year, and Haryana 733,000 tonnes against 854,000 tonnes procured last 
year. 


The Union Agriculture Ministry has asked the States to step up procurement so as to 
reach the target of 9.5 million tonnes. 


The national target of wheat production for 1981-82 has been tentatively fixed at 
38 willion tonnes. The target was recommended by the Planning Commission after 
discussions with States on their annual plans. However, in view of the latest 
production figures, the Ministry feele there is a case for enhancing the target, 
particularly for the States which have now exceeded the production target.

EXPERTS FRAR PROVISIONAL CENSUS MAY BE LOW

[Text) Speakers at 4 panel discussion on the “Implications for Planning” of the 
1981 census expressed fear that the provisional population figures of the census 
might be an underestimation of the country's present population and stressed the 
urgency of family planning measures. 


At the discussion held in the Capital on Priday, Dr Ashok Mitra of Jawaharlal 

Nehru University Mre Rami Chhabra, of the Family Planning Foundation and Prof 

Ashish Bose of the Institute of Economic Growth said that the Government's claim 
that growth rate during the past decade had reduced by .05 per cent over the earlier 
one wae inaccurate. 


In fact, it was thought that the population migh [as published) have grown by .4 
per cent and may at present stand at anything between 700-710 million, as opposed 
to the official figure of 684 million. 


Mre Chhabra said that the total debacle of family planning programmes over the past 
two years must form one of the most important guidelines to any policy formation 
based on the census. “The consequences of the politicisation of the programme will 
be realised soon", she warned. 


Calling for a complete overhaul of the family planning programme, Mre Chhabra said 
that such a programme should be more human and “compassionate” rather than techno- 
cratic. 


Quoting statistics of illegal abortions in the country, which she said stood at 
three to four million each year, Mre Chhabra said that it was only the method of 
implementing the programme that had last credibility. [as published] 





Referring to the proposal for “Health for all by 2000 AD", Dr Mitra asked whether 
this would be possible at the rate with which the population was increasing. 


He also pointed out the anomalies between the census figures, family planning 
statistics and earlier population projections, and stressed the need for accurate 
data collection so that policy planning could be more realistic.

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OBJECTIVES OF SLV-3 SATELLITE FLIGHT TOLD

The firet developmental flight of India's satellite launch vehicle (SLV 3-D 1), 
tentatively scheduled for May 22 from thie vast island complex of the Indian Space 
Research Organisation (ISRO) off the Andhra coast, marke another stride in the 
country's space effort. 


The elegant 23-metre-long, 17-tonne, pencil-—shaped four-stage rocket will put a 
y8-ke. Rohini satellite (RS-D 1) into a low earth orbit, with its closest point 
about 296 km, and farthest point about 8%4km. Each orbit is expected to take 95 
minutes. The spececraft [as published] has been designed to provide useful data 
for about 300 days. 


This third flight of the SLV-3 is different from the two earlier experimental 
flights in many respects. The first one, on August 10, 1979, conceived as a sub- 
orbital flight with no payload, was a failure. After an impressive lift-off, the 
vehicle crashed into the Bay of Bengal following the first-stage separation. A 
malfunction in the reaction control system of the second stage caused the vehicle 
to veer away from the pre-fixed course. 


Despite the failure of the mission, the valuable data in hand and the Lessons 
learnt led to the successful flight of the second SLV-3 on July 18, 1980. For 
the first time, India put a 35-kg. Rohini satellite in a low elliptical orbit. 
The payload, however, was designed to serve the limited purpose of monitoring the 
performance of the vehicle's stage four, in addition to the house-keeping sci- 
entific experiments. 


Other Objectives 


The mission of the first developmental flight has other objectives. For the first 
time, the Rohini satellite will have a telecommand package aboard. Its objectives 
are: to develop and evaluate in orbit a space-worthy solid stage imaging (camera) 
system and obtain imageries (pictures) from it; to evolve a methodology for land- 
mark tracking and use the information along with other data to provide refined 
tracking parameters, and to use data for remote-sensing applications such as 
coastline studies and snow cover.

The solid state imaging system, called the landmark sensor, collects imagery line 
by line at every spin of the satellite, 80 such lines providing 4 picture frame 
of 250 km x 90 km with «4 resolution of one kilometre. The satellite tranemite 
the data to the ground, Important landmarks whose co-ordinates are well known 
will form the pointe of reference, 


Operational Statue 


From the developmental phase, the next step would lead logically to operational 
statue for the SLV-3. Onee operational, the rocket could become the workhorse for 
testing future ISRO payloads, The main projects of ISRO include the augmented 
satellite launch vehicle (ASLV), polar satellite launch vehicle (PSLV) and Indian 
remote sensing satellite (IRS). 


The ASLV, based on the solid fuel SLV-3 ae the core with minimum modifications and 
with two strap-on motors, will be capable of placing about 150 kg. payloads into 
near-earth orbite from Sher. 


The PSLV project is a major programme aimed at the development of a satellite 
launch vehicle, with a liquid fuel second stage, capable of injecting a 600 kg. 
satellite into a polar sun-synchronous orbit. Dr. Vasant R. Gowariker, 48-year-old 
director of the Vikram Sarabhai Space Centre, Trivandrum, is confident that the 
VSSC would be ready with the liquid propellant in a few years. A testing facility 
for the liquid propellant is slated to come up soon in the Mahen [words illegible) 
in Kanyakumari district of Tamil Nadu--at a convenient distance from Trivandrum. 


Several ISRO centres--and a range of manufacturers in the public and private 
sectorse--have contributed to the space effort. The VSSC provides the liquid 
propellants burnt in the 24 emll engines (thrustors) used for controlling the 
vehicles in flight apart from manufacturing the four-stage rocket iteelf. Mr. 
Ved Prakash Sandlas, M“~-year-old mission director of the developmental flight, is 
an electronics expert of the VSSC. 


The Sriharixota range (Shar) manufactures the solid propellant for the SLV-3 and 
provides not only a wide range of testing facilities but also the telemetry, 
tracking and ground command stations. The Rohini satellite and ite payloads 

are manufactured by the ISRO satellite centre at Bangalore. The spece applications 
centre at Amhedabad provides the S-band tracking systems (ground), telemetry 
antenna and telecommand tranemitter. The auxiliary propulsion system unit pro- 
vides the reaction control systems and the thrust vector control systems. 


Col. Nilambar Pant, 50-year-old director of Shar, said that after a thorough 
check-out, first of the individual stage motors and sub-systems and after inte~ 
gration of the four stages and the satellite on a transporter, the vehicle would 
be moved to the launch pad five days before launch. The check-out operations are 
repeated after the vehicle is mated with the launcher, first in the horizontal 
position and after it is raised to the vertical position. 


The final phase of count-down starts one day prior to the actual launch (T minus 
23 hours). Based on wind condition, visibility and other factors the launch time 
is fixed for the morning hours. A computerised check-out and launch sequence is 
used 11 minutes before ignition of the first stage, when 600 vital parameters are 
checked. 








The Rohini satellite will be tracked by the Shar, Car Nicobar island, Ahmedabad 
and Trivandrum ground stations of the ISRO, A transportable station has been set 
up in the Piji ielande to confirm whether the Rohini hae been put in orbit. Firat 
information ie expected some 95 minutes after lLift@-off—-that te, after the comple- 
tion of the firat orbit, 


The lift-off will be telecast live to Madras and Bombay by 4 microwave link,

OFFICER URGES LARGER BUDGET COMMITMENT FOR NAVY

{[Text) When extracts from the Defence budget for 1981-82 under the headline 
"rise in Defence Capital spending" appeared in THE HINDU, a senior army officer 
expressed surprise that the capital outlay for the expansion of the Naval fleet 
was doubled to Re. 143 crores. He considered thie rather extravagant. The 
actual figure for the Navy's capital outlay ie Re. 183.31 crores. 


Alfred Thayer Mahan, the naval historian of distinction, stressed the importance 
of sea power in the shaping of national destinies. He has listed among other 
factors, geographical position and the character of the government as vital 
factors in the achievement of sea power. 


A high regard for the Navy has not been a feature of the post-Independence 
government. For over 20 years after Independence the Indian Navy has been the 
country's neglected service. The older generations were taught that the only 
threat to India was through the Khyber and Bolan passes. This early teaching 
and the post-1947 conflicts in which we were engaged fostered a continental 
outlook among the makers of defence policy. No serious thought was given to the 
need for protecting India's extensive maritime frontiers. There were not many 
with the vision of the late Sardar K. M. Panikkar. His was a voice in the 
wilderness. But geography has not lost its meaning. 


The policy makers have been regarding appropriations for the Navy as a luxury. 
The allotment for the Navy in the 1962-63 defence budget before the outbreak of 
hostilities with China was a paltry 4.76 per cent. Even some senior army 
officers have doubted the wisdom of expenditure on naval forces. That land, sea 
and air forces will remain indispensable elements, even though the main effort 
in certain circumstances may be concentrated on land, was ignored. 


A retired Lieutenant-General once wrote "Let us assume that our Navy has been 
able to sink the Pakistan Navy and the Air Force is able to bomb its WAH com- 
plex out of being. These would, of course, be grievous blows to Pakistan but 
would help us little, if at the end of the conflict we had lost Amritsar, 
Ferozepur, large parts of Fazilka and portions of Ganganagar districts or large 
areas in Rajasthan or Gujarat. Pakistan will then be able to dictate terms at 
the peace conference notwithstanding its naval and strategic losses." Why 
Delhi has been omitted from the list is not clear. 
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Much of this thinking is based on hie belief "that a war with Pakistan will be a 
short one, for political pressures will force the combatants to a halt “sooner 
than later", [as published) The assumption appears to be that Queensbury rules 
will apply in a conflict with our neighbour and that we embark on a 15/20 days 
land war, certain that some of the influential occupants of the building on the 
banke of the Hudson river in New York will rush in to retrieve our chestnuts 

out of the fire, There may be a war of short intensity but not necessarily one 
of short duration. 


Admittedly maritime considerations are not likely to be dominant in a short war 
or incident. Should a conflict become extended or lengthy auch of the success 
of the antagonists will depend upon shipping. When there is a flare-up, the 
fleet will not be riding at anchor in Bombay but will be out engaged in the not 
sO spectacular task of ensuring that our ships are not molested on their way in 
or out, at the same time preventing ships from reaching Karachi. It is essentia) 
to ensure that there is the least amount of disruption to the normal economic 
activities of a nation in times of war, even though confined to the land fron- 
tiers. 


Without wanting to entertain ambitious dreams of grandeur to meet its maritime 
commitments, India needs a balanced Navy both in quantity and quality. A 

service that was tolerated and poorly financed for well over 20 years came in 

for some recognition about the end of 1965 when an in-depth analysis of the 
country's military strength and requirement was undertaken. Stated in simple 
terms, it was realised that coastal defence forces for the protection of our ports 
and harbours, ocean-going forces, three-dimensional in character and constituting 
the main strike force with provisions for escort were essential. The umbilical 
cord that bound the Indian Navy with the British Navy was cut. With Soviet 
assistance the period 1965-76 saw the replacement of aged ships and acquisition 
of new ones. The Navy became better balanced with some degree of muscle power. 





When the Navy's share of the defence budget was increased from four per cent in 
1971-72 to seven per cent in 1977-78, analysts attached to the Institute of 
Defence Studies suggest: oplying the brake. Reason: "Naval procurement with 
blue ocean capabilities are likely to cause alarm to some of India's neighbours. 
It would lead to concern in the Indian Ocean littoral countries and militate 
against proposals that the Indian Ocean be converted into a zone of peace". 


Pakistan had expressed similar views earlier, i.e., "The Indian Ocean to be an 
effective zone of peace must be free from all the rivals of big powers, also 

from the domination and hegemony of the regional powers who have powerful navies 
of their own". The Shah was reigning and ruling at that time and these senti- 
ments were not directed at Iran. The important point that expansion of the Indian 
Navy is not for hegemonistic purposes or to sweep the superpowers off the Indian 
Ocean or frighten the littoral countries but solely for the defence of our 
maritime interests, has been totally missed. 


India has to contend with Pakistan. It is a more compact country after 1971. 
Freed from responsibilities for its eastern wing it will now concentrate its 
entire naval strength in the Arabian Sea and will keep India's fleet busy on the 
West. China poses no threat now, but possesses nuisance capabilities. Ina 
decade or so we may have to take more serious note of China's naval activities.

Maritime security of the country does not begin and end with being able to cope 
with Pakistan and anyone being able to assist it, 


The Bay of Bengal is an area of about 28 million square miles, The Andamans 

and Nicobars are the keys to the Bay of Bengal and were so regarded by the 
Japanese in World War II, They occupy a central position near the entrance to 
the Malacca straite along the sea trade routes of India, Burma, Bangladesh, 

S.-E. Asia and the Far East. The islands are of great strategic and economic 
importance and we must guard against foreign elements attempting a foothold. 

The waters around abound in fish and is the happy fishing ground of many fishermen 
from South East Asian countries, There is no Eastern Fleet at present of suf- 
ficient strength or numbers to cope with the responsibilities in the Bay as a 
whole. 


The extension of the territorial seas to 12 miles and the contiguous zone to 
24 miles has conferred on us rights and obligations. The exclusive economic 
zone of 200 miles confers on the State rights over the living and non-living 
resources of the seabed. The EEZ has brought some 20 lakh eq. metres of sea 
under our jurisdiction. 


Extension of territorial waters while an asset also places an obligation to prevent 
unneutral acts in the waters of others. We have so far been helpless witnesses 

to acts of piracy by Soviet, Taiwanese and Thai trawlers exploiting our fishing 
grounds. Resources of the seabed have been a source of friction and dispute 
between countries and naval forces had to intervene. There have been cod, 

lobster and tuna wars. The fish was different but the issues were the same, 

i.e., one of jurisdiction and rights. All these factors have added new dimen- 
sions and increased the Navy's operational responsibilities. Importance of the 

sea as a source of power and dispute has increased. 


The year 1972 saw the commissioning of the Indian built Leander class ship 
Nilgiri. Since then we have not looked back in building frigates. It is to the 
lasting credit of the personnel of Mazagaon dock that in the later ships of the 
series there have been several improvements in design, particularly with regard 
to surface-to-air missiles--not contemplated by the British designers of this 
class. 


While details of the expenditure on capital outlay are not available it is hoped 
that plans are afoot for setting up the infrastructure to build submarines. It 
is of no consequence whetner the nationality of the submarine to be built is 
West European or Soviet. The important thing is to make a start. 


Considering the growing tasks and responsibilities of the Navy an allotment of 
a little over nine per cent of the defence budget--Rs. 291.86 crores on revenue 
account and Rs. 183.31 crores on capital account--cannot be considered extrava- 
gant. The steady increase in the allotment for the Navy nearly makes up for 
years of neglect in the past. If like Oliver Twist the Navy “asks for more" 
the taxpayer should not grudge an extra spoon of porridge.

CONSTRUCTION OF 7,000 FOOD WAREHOUSES PLANNED 
Madras THE HINDU in English 18 May 81 p 6 
[Text] New Delhi, May 17. 


The National Cooperative Development Corporation (NCDC) is launching, with World 
Bank assistance, a massive storage project for farmers along with provisions for 
cold storage and potato marketing. 


The NCDC-II project, will create an additional storage capacity of 19.52 lakh tonnes 
at a cost of Rs. 136 crores during the five-year period (1981-82 to 1985-86). 


This Project also envisages the establishment of 127 cooperative cold stores at a 
cost of Rs. 74 crores and will create 5.8 lakh tonnes of additional capacity. The 
share of the World Bank's financial assistance in this project will be nearly 
Rs. 100 crores which is about 47 per cent of its total cost of Rs. 210 crores. 


The NCDC Managing Director, Mr. V. B. L. Mathur, told pressmen that unde: the 
NCDC-II project, 7,000 godowns with a capacity of 9.85 lakh tonnes in the rural 
areas and 971 godowns having a capacity of 9.67 lakh tonnes at the Mandi level, 
would be established. 


The capacity of these godowns would vary from 100 to 5,000 tonnes. Andhra Pradesh 
would have the maximum number of 3,100 godowns with a total capacity of 3.25 lakh 
tonnes. Punjab will have 1699 godowns but with a much larger total storage 
capacity of 8 lakh tonnes. Maharashtra, Himachal Pradesh and Bihar would respec- 
tively have 1,763, 1,260 and 149 godowns with a capacity of 4.73 lakh tonnes, 

1.39 lakh tonnes and 2.15 lakh tonnes. 


Service centres: Mr. Mathur said the cooperative godowns would function as 
decentralised, coordinated rural service centres. These godowns would be con- 
structed over a period of five years starting from the current year. They would 
provide the farmer fertilizers, various other inputs and essential consumer goods 
and also help him store his marketable surplus. 


The NCDC is already implementing two storage projects, one with funds from the IDA 
and the other with aid from the EEC. Launched in 1978-79 the IDA storage proj- 
ect, covering Uttar Pradesh, Haryana and Orissa, will set up 8,654 godowns cre- 
ating an additional storage capacity of 10.93 lakh tonnes. The EEC aided project, 
launched in 1979-80 covering Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan, will help construct 
6,871 godowns with a capacity of 7.84 lakh tonnes. 
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The potato storage cum marketing project would benefit six States namely Uttar 
Pradesh, West Bengal, Bihar, Haryana, Madhya Pradesh and Punjab where 127 cold 
stores of 4,000 tonnes capacity each, would be set up. 


The cold stores would enable farmere market potato and other perishables advan- 
tageously by avoiding distress sales at the harvest time and help them secure 
economic prices. 
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ASEAN SAID TO WANT RAO TO ATTEND MANILA PARLEY

The ASEAN Foreign Ministers are quit» ‘cen that the External Affairs Minister, Mr. 
P. V. Narasimha Rao, should partic »ace ‘1 their meeting in Manila next month which 
will be attended by the chairman the EEC, the U.S. Secretary of State and senior 
Ministers from Australia, New Zea J ane Japan. 





A dialogue was initiated by them about this time in Kuala Lumpur last year to set 
the ball rolling for increased economic cooperation between ASEAN and non-ASEAN 


countries in mutual interest. 


The meeting that is now being called in Manila on June 19 and 20 is described as 
a post-conference dialogue to carry forward the broad areas of agreement that had 
emerged from the Kuala Lumpur conference, 


The External Affairs Minister had accepted the invitation to attend the first 
meeting last year but he had to cancel his visit at the last moment because of his 
mother's illness at that time. 


Though some official-level discussions between India and the ASEAN countries had 
subsequently taken place, there were no ministerial-level talks on the political 
and economic aspects of the proposed cooperation between ASEAN and non-ASEAN 
countries invited to this conference. 


So it would be rather odd for India to participate in the post-conference dialogue 
without having taken part in the initial discussions which set out the purpose and 
scope of the cooperation. 


Mr. Narasimha Rao, intended to visit the five ASEAN countries, Sri Lanka and Vietnam 
in June, but the trip had to be cancelled because of his impending visit to Pakistan 
and the arrival of the Chinese Foreign Minister for talks on Sino-Indian relations. 


The Government has to decide whether it would be more appropriate for India to 
discuss separately with each one of the five countries the prospects for increased 
cooperation, before engaging in any group discussions with them. 




















At the moment it might appear to be rather odd if India were to participate in the 
poat=conference dialogue without having been a party to any of the decisions reached 
at last year's conference, But the political compulsions outweigh the procedural 
niceties in deciding whether India should or should not accept the ASEAN invitation, 


Additional advantage: An additional advantage in accepting the invitation ie that 
it will provide an excellent opportunity for Mr, Naraeinha Rao to have some candid 
exchanges with the U.S. Secretary of State, Gen. Alexander Haig, on the wider 
implications of the American bid to arm Pakistan. [ae published) 


lt is all the more important that he should not let go this occasion, since Gen, 
Haig is combining his participation in the ASEAN meeting with vieite to China and 
Japan. 


The U.S. hae been taking 4 greater interest in ASEAN affaires after the Kampuchean 
episode. It had also been encouraging the EEC to pay more attention to increased 
economic cooperation with thie etrategically located group of nations. 


The former Secretary of State, Mr. Edmund Muskie, wae very particular last year that 
Mr. Narasimha Rao should attend the Kuala Lumpur conference, so that they could 
meet and exchange views over various developments, eapecially the evente in 
Afghanistan. 


There is no indication whether the Reagan administration is equally interested in 
strengthening the ASEAN without attempting to building it up ae a bastion against 
the spread of Soviet influence in the South-East Asian region. But the U.S. is 
not pursuing a policy of deliberately discouraging any closer understanding with 
India in the mistaken belief that it might indirectly subserve the Soviet cause. 


The External Affaire Ministry is awaiting Mr. Narasimha Rao's return from Caracas 
on May 24 before taking a final view whether India should participate in the Manila 
meeting as one of the special invitees along with the EEC, U.S., Australia, New 
Zealand and Japan. 


One view is that he should make it convenient to attend this meeting, since it is 


vitally important for India to establish a closer rapport with the ASEAN to dis- 
courage renewed foreign interferences in the region.

MORE BATTALIONS FOR WEST BENGAL BORDER FORCES 
Caleutta THE STATESMAN in English 20 May 61 p 1 


[Text] The Centre hase sanctioned five more battalions for the Border Security 
Force in West Bengal, the Chief Secretary, Mr A. K. Sen, said in Calcutta on 
Tuesday. However, informed sources said it would take some time for the bat~- 
talions to be actually deployed along the Indie-Bangladesh border in West Bengal. 


Mr Sen who was briefing reporters after a conference of State Government and BSF 
officials to review the crime situation in the border areas, said the Centre had 
also been requested to sanction two additional flotilla of vessels to maintain 

a vigil along the riverine borders. Each flotilla consists of a big launch and 
two speed boats. 


The conference discussed at length ways in which infiltration from Bangladesh to 
West Bengal could be stopped. In 1978 over 2,000 such infiltrators had been 
pushed back and the figure for the first four months of this year was stated to 
be 821. The Chief Secretary felt, however, that many more had actually crossed 
into West Bengal. 


In this connexion, he said there were reports that a section of Bangladesh 
officials were instigating those people who had been deported from Assam “to 
re-infiltrate into India through West Bengal". There are over 400,000 non- 
Bengali Muslims in Bangladesh (known popularly as “Biharis") and they feature 
prominently in the lists of those who have been pushed back at the border. In 
the past three years, a number of Burmese Muslims had also tried to cross over 
into West Bengal through Bangladesh, the Chief Secretary said. 


At Tuesday's conference, BSF officials mentioned 23 pointe along the State's 
border with Bangladesh where they felt police outposts ought to be set up. The 
Chief Secretary said the Inspector-General of Police had been asked to consider 
this. The conference also felt there should be joint interrogation of suspects 
held at the border by the BSF and the local police. 


The Chief Secretary said the performance of the BSF had improved since 1978. 

In that year, smuggled goods worth Re 30 lakhs had been seized, the value rising 
to Re 1 crore in 1980. Till April this year, goods worth Re 46 lakhs were seized 
at the border. Mr Sen quoted statistics to show that activities of Bangladesh 
criminals have been on the decline since 1978. 


A source in the Indian Navy said in Calcutta on Tuesday that the situation around 
the New Moore Island in the Sunderbans was not alarming. “The Navy, however, is 
keeping a close watch on the area", the source added.

[Text] The convening of an international conference on Kampuchea, at a time when 
China was creating tension in South East Asia, would be detrimental to peace in 
the region, said South Vietnamese Ambassador Nguyen Quang Tao. 


Mr Neuyen wae speaking at a meeting organised by All India Peace and Solidarity 
Organisation in the Capital on Wednesday to commemorate the 9let birth anniversary 
of late President Ho Chi Minh. 


The international conference was ill-timed, the Ambassador said, because Chinese 
authorities were trying to push the Indochinese and ASEAN countries into con- 
frontation and undermining the dialogue between the two countries. 


During the past few days, the Chinese had intensified their military provocations, 
land-grabbing activities and violation of Vietnam's territory on land and sea, 
the Ambassador alleged. 


They had not given up their designs to annex Vietnam, to turn it into a satellite 
within their reactionary orbit, and to use it as a springboard to conquer South 
East Asia, Mr Nguyen pointed out. 


The Vietnamese people, however, had almost healed the wounds of war and restored 
the economy, with 16 million of the 50 million inhabitants having access to 
various streams of education. The Republic's constitution guaranteed the people's 
right of collective mastery and equality between man and man. 


Tracing the history of aggressions and instability in the region, Mr Nguyen 

said, the main cause of tension lay in the policy of aggression and intervention 
by imperialists and colonialists during the last 90 years. 

Confronted with common enemies many times their size the peoples of Vietnam, Laos 
and Kampuchea, had no other way but to unite and fight together against foreign 
intervention. 


The meeting was presided over by Dr Namwar Singh of Jawaharlal Nehru University. 
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WEAKNESSES IN WEST BENGAL COOPERATIVE MOVEMENT TOLD 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 19 May 81 p 3 


[Text}) The cooperative movement in West Bengal has not been very successful, 

Mr Ashok Mitra, State Finance Minister, said in Hooghly on Saturday. We wae 
speaking at a foundation laying ceremony of a cooperative cold storage in the 
Polba-Dadpur block. Often mahajane and other rich people in the village areas 
infiltrated into cooperative societies and upset euch endeavours, he added. The 
farmers who owned all the shares of this cooperative cold storage gust be cautious 
about such infiltration, Mr Mitra said. 


This is the third cooperative cold storage in the entire district among nearly 65 
cold storages. The State Government wae trying to set up more cooperative cold 
storages in this potato growing district but the people must respond adequately 
to such efforte, he added. 


At the initial stage the farmers and villages were enthusiastic, but, subse- 
quently, the cooperatives vere mismanaged Mr Mitra felt. As a result, setting 
up of this cooperative cold storage meant more responsibility on the farmers, 
he added. 


A State Government official said not even 25% of the total produce of potatoes 
in the State could be kept at the cold storages. The State Government was keen 
on building more cold storages in the potato-growing districts and, as such, had 
allotted Re 22.5 crores under the Sixth Plan. The Government wanted that 40% of 
the cold storages should be run by cooperative societies. Twenty cold storages 
were now under construction in different districts and 45 more would be set up, 
the official said. 


Mr A. K. Bowe, chief general manager of the State Bank of India, which had 
extended major financial assistance for the storage, eaid that the bank had found 


inadequacy of storage facilities in this potato-growing belt. 


It was observed that while several private entrepreneurs availed themselves of 
the load facilities from the State Bank, the National Cooperative Development 
Corporation and the State Government, construction of cold storages in the 
cooperative sector was not @uch in evidence. He laid emphasis on the speedy 
completion of the cold storage so that the money was not blocked. He assured 
more help for the endeavour. 
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The State Hank hae given financial assistance of Re 1.27 crores to 2,300 farmers 
in Nooghly district for growing and storage of potatoes thie year. The Bank hae 
financed conetruction of 15 cold storages in the diaetrict. The Polba-Dadpur 
cooperative cold storage will have 4 capacity of etoring 4,00,000 tone of 
potatoes. The conetruction ie likely to be completed next year. 
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INDIAN OLL CORPORATION TO RECEIVE SOVIET OIL

[Text] New Delhi, May 18: The Soviec Union will supply to India during the cur- 
rent year eitgnificantly larger quantities of crude o11] and petroleum producte. 

A Re. 1100-crore contract to thie effect was signed between the two countries at 
Moscow on May 14. 


Under the contract, the Soviet Union will supply to this country 2.5 million 
tonnes of crude ofl, 1.3 million tonnes of kerosene and 9.5 lakh tonnes of high 
speed diesel oil. 


Before the conclusion of this agreement, an official delegation from the commerce 
ministry to Moscow had come to an agreement with the Soviet authorities with 
regard to the commodities that would be exported to that country in exchange for 
oil and petroleum products. 


An interesting feature of the contract that hae been signed between the Indian 
011 Corporation and Soujeneff-Export (USSR) is that the Soviet Union will supply 
the crude and products to thie country from the Gulf area which would result in 
a substantial saving on freight. In case of any dislocation in supplies from 
the Gulf area, the Soviet Union would release supplies through the Black Sea.

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INFRASTRUCTURE INDUSTRIES REPORT PRODUCTION RISE 


New Delhi PATRIOT in English 21 May 81 p 5 


[Text] Sin infrastructure industries--electricity, coal, saleable steel, 
petroleum refinery products, crude petroleum and cement~--recorded a rise of 
18.5 per cent in production during April 1981 over the same period last year. 


This rise in production of these industries, which together account for a weight 
of 23.3 per cent in the general index number of industrial production, range 
between 3.6 per cent in coal and 56.6 per cent in crude petroleum. 


During January-April this year there was an increase of about 17 per cent in 
production of these six industries over the corresponding period a year ago.

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WHEAT PROCUREMENT REPORTED BELOW* TARGET 


New Delhi PATRIOT in English 21 May 81 p 4 


[Text] Only 39 per cent of the targeted 9.5 million tonnes of wheat has eo far 
flowed into the kitty of the procurement agencies in the country this season, 
reports PTI. 


This has been attributed by the official sources to slow arrival of wheat 
because of late harvesting and unseasonal raine. The farmers are apparently 
holding their stocks in the hope of getting higher prices later. 


The official figures suggest that the market arrivals till now had been 3.92 
million tonnes as against 4.33 million tonnes in the corresponding period last 
year. 


Of che 3.92 million tonnes, about 3.73 million tonnes of wheat had been procured 
by the Food Corporation of India, State Governments and other agencies. 


Procurement of wheat in the last marketing season had touched 5.8 million tonnes. 
However, no target was fixed for 1980-81 because of severe drought in various 
parts. 


A target of 9.5 million tonnes was apparently set this year as wheat production 
in the country was expected to be an all time high of 36 million tonnes. 


There was considerable shortfall in arrivals of wheat in mandis of Punjab and 
Haryana, the granary belt. Surprisingly, the trend had been reversed in Uttar 
Pradesh. 


About 5.78 lak: tonnes of wheat had been procured in the State so far as compared 
with 3.36 lakn tonnes in the corresponding period last year. 


In Punjab, about 2.36 million tonnes of wheat had arrived in mandis so far as 
against 2.9 million tonnes in the corresponding period last year. 


The maximum open market price of wheat per quintal had touched Rs 340 in 
Maharashtra, Re 217 in Delhi, Re 185 in Bihar and Re 170 in Haryana.

AIR CHIEF URGES INDIGENOUS AIRCRAFT DEVELOPMENT 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 20 May 81 p 9 


[Text] Bangalore, May 19.--Air Chief Marshal I. H. Latif hopes the Indian Air 
Force will ultimately be able to come out of predominantly import-oriented 
pregramme of modernization and rely basically on the indigenous aircraft indus- 
try. 


Inaugurating the hybrid computer-controlled Fatigue life evaluation facility at 
the National Aeronautics Laboratory here today, Air Marshal B. Chauhan, Air 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief headquarters training command, read out the speech of 
the Air Chief who could not be present due to unavoidable circumstances. 


Pointing out that the indigenous aircraft industry symbolized the country's hope 
and aspirations for determined march towards self reliance, the Air Chief said 
over the years the Air Force had fully recognized this fact and had not only 

set from time to time appropriate tasks for the industry but given overriding 
priority to reequipment plans based on the support from the national industry. 


"We have always been happy and indeed proud to fly the indigenous aircraft--the 
Maruts, the Kirans, the Gnat and the Ajeets. Even for our future requirements, 
priority had been given to design and development programmes to be taken up by 
the indigenous industry for this advanced designe might be requisitioned from 
abroad, the Air Chief Marshal said. [as published] The decision was taken with 
an eye to the “overall security perspective and imperative need to ensure 
operational preparedness". 


The Maruts and Kiran, the Air Chief said, were important steps in the direction of 
relying on indigenous aircraft industry. 


Air Chief Marshal Latif said the Air Force had sponsored the advanced strike 
aircraft project in the early seventies and followed it up with HF 25 and now the 
light combat aircraft. 


Stating that there wasnotime to loss [as published] in recognizing and squarely 
facing the shortcomings and weak areas, particularly in respect of design and 
development and quality control in the aeronautics industry and taking remedial 
measures, the Air Chief expressed confidence that the National Aeronautics Indus- 
try would prove worthy of the challenging tasks the Air Force and the nation had 
set before it. 
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Referring to the Fatigue testing facility developed at the National Aeronautics 
Laboratory the Air Chief Marshal said the Fatigue measurement of the MIG 21 air- 
frame on which the laboratory had embarked was of immediate importance to the 
Air Force, 


Commending the key role being played by the National Aeronautics Laboratory as a 
premier research inetitution in the field of aeronautics, the Air Chief said 
one of its most valuable contributions made to the operational capability of the 
Air Force was the part played in designing and fabricating models. "The task was 
undertaken and accomplished in record time and the results have been so very 
satisfactory that they have been acclaimed by the manufacturers themselves".

ENERGY MINISTER TELLS TROUBLES OF COAL MINES 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 12 May 81 p 4 


[Text] Calcuatta, May 11. Union Minister for Energy A B A Ghani Khan Choudhury 
told a press conference here today that the eight new coal mines under the East- 
ern Coalfields Limited, with the prospect of 24.2 million tonnes of annual pro- 
duction, could not be worked because of the "deteriorating law and order situa- 
tion" in West Bengal. There were 13 more coal mines similarly affected in the 
State. 


He said that in 1983, some Soviet experts who had come to help the coal industry 
had to return because of the hostile demonstration by certain elements at Jhanjhra 
and Narkundar in Burdwan district. The demonstrators were demanding jobs when 

the mines would start working. Obviously the experts could not assure them of 
their demands. 


Mr Khan Choudhury informed that in the year 1980-81 Rs 85 crore was allocated 
for developing mines in the State, most of which could not be utilised. Again 
in 1981-82 Rs 100 crore was allocated for the same purpose. 


Besides law and order problem, the other problem in the State (as in Bihar) was 
the land acquisition by the State Government. In the State the Government could 
acquire and handover 68 acres of land to the ECL while the requirement was for 
1,400 acres. 


In Bihar 100 acres of land were made available against the requirement of 7,000 
acres. With regard to the Dankuni project, the State Government was yet to 
acquire land. 


However, the Minister said, all the State Government excepting the Uttar Pradesh, 
were so far unable to acquire land for CIL. The basic problem facing them was 
the question of compensation for the displaced. The Union Minister already has 
made »rovisions in this regard so that every State could get fund to meet the 
compensation. Besides this the other problem was that of job demands for those 
who would be displaced. Mr Khan Choudhury felt that this problem could only be 
solved through discussions between the CIL and the concerned State Governments. 


Still he felt, the problems in Bihar and West Bengal were acute because the 
people were more dependent on land in these two States. 
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Mr Khan Choudhury said that there still remained the problem of railway trans- 
port. The Energy Miniecry therefore was contemplating for the slurry system 
which however was highly expensive. The other alternative could be the develop- 
Ment of the river transportation system, 


Mr Khan Choudhury informed the newsmen during the last year there was an increase 
in power generation by 20 per cent on average in the whole country. 
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PROBLEMS OF DISTRIBUTION OF COAL IN SOUTH NOTED 


Madras THE HINDU in English 13 May 81 p 8 
[Article by N. N. Sachitanand: "Feed South With Coal") 


[Text] The Southern States may get 11.5 million tonnes of 
coal from Singareni for the current year against the demand 
of 15 million tonnes. The Railways and shipping are unable 
to move the balance requirements from Coal India's mines. 
A number of steps are required to be taken to feed south 
with coal. 


After stagnating for three years at the 104 million tonne level, the annual 
production of coal in the country picked up last year (1980-81) to 114 million 
tonnes and, from present indications, the target this year of 121 million 
tonnes is achievable. Unfortunately, this boost in the output of coal has not 
benefited proportionately the consumers in the South. 


The problem here is one of logistics. The current year's demand for non-coking 
coal in the four Southern States is about 15 million tonnes. Of this, the 
Singareni Collieries, the only coal producer in the South, may supply 11.5 mil- 
lion tonnes. That leaves around 3.5 million tonnes to be transported to the 
South from Coal India's mines in Madhya Pradesh, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. 
These mines are anywhere between 1,000 and 2,000 km from the consuming centres 
in the South. 


The Railways are unable to fill the bill due to various reasons. They have an 
inadequate wagon fleet. (In 1980 the Railways could allot only 40 per cent of 
the number of wagons Coal India had programmed for moving coal to the South). 
Their operational efficiency is still iow, resulting in a high wagon turnaround 
time and lower wagon availability. Their broad gauge network is rather thin in 
the South, necessitating time-consuming transshipment from broad to metre gauge 
to a substantial number of consumers in this region. Worst of all, the vital 
track linking Bengal-Bihar to the South along the East Coast is prone to damage 
for six months in a year due to both the monsoons and frequent cyclones in the 
Orissa and Andhra Pradesh coastal areas. 


But for the alternative of road transport, coal consumers in the South would be 
having a tough time. 


The table alongside gives an indication of how dependent on road transport coal 
consumers in the South have become, despite the over three times difference in 
freight rates.

Failure of Sea Route 


The much=touted sea-cum-rail route via Haldia hae tumed out to be a damp equib. 
With 4 projected capacity to handle 3 to 3.5 million tonnes of coal 4 year, the 
—7* new Haldia port has not been able to do better than 700,000 tonnes in 


The reasons are well known: frequent failure of the sophisticated equipment, (due 
to manufacturing defects and poor maintenance) endemic labour trouble, political 
atrife in the area creating law and order problems and inefficient management. 


It is aleo 4 fact that there ie inadequate availability of coastal shipping. As 

4 result of the failure of the sea-route, the Tuticorin thermal power station 

could have a problem of optimum generation. Against ite daily requirement of 

—* tonnes, it is receiving only 45,000 tonnes a month of sea-borne coal from 
ia. 


How To Improve Supply 


In order to improve the supply of coal to the South, the following steps are 
required to be taken: 


(1) The underground Chanda mine in Madhya Pradesh is an important source of 
supply to the South. It is difficult to increase the production quickly from 
these mines since they are highly water bearing. The large open cast mine be- 
ing developed close to it is meant for the new superthermal station nearby. 


What can be done is to divert to the South the industrial grade coal now being 
sent from the Chanda mine to Western India. The latter can be supplied its re- 
quiremente from the Chirimiri mines near Korba. Thies diversion canincrease the 
Supply of coal to the South by 1 to 1.5 million tonnes annually. 


Dumps at Key Locations 


(2) Coal India will have to open some dumps at etrategic places in the South, 
located on the broad gauge network. Hospet is a suitable location for a dump 
in Karnataka. From this dump, consumers in North Karnataka, especially the 
Bhadravati-Shimoga industrial complex, Bellary, Hubli-Dharwar, Dandeli, Kar- 
war, Raichur, Gulbarga and Belgaum can be served. 


The present broad gauge link to Hospet from the Western Coalfields runs thus: 
Chandrapur-Balharshah-Kazipet -Hyderabad-Wadi-Guntakal-Hospet. From the Cen- 
tral Coalfields, the link is Talcher-Waltair-Vi jayawada-Kazipet-Hyderabad-Wadi - 
Guntakal-Hospet.

If Guntur and Guntakal were connected by a broad gauge line, the distance 
involved in the above links could be halved, In addition, if the work on the 
conversion of the Bangalore--Guntakal line into broad gauge is hastened (this 
ie now scheduled to be completed only by late 1982 at the present pace of 
work), Coal India could conveniently feed another dump in Bangalore which 
could supply consumers in Mysore, Tumkur, Davangere and other pointe. 


(3) Waltair is a common junction for coal rakes being moved from the Eastern 
and Central Coalfields of Coal India, The station is turning out to be a 
bottleneck, When the Visakhapatnam steel plant comes on stream, thie bottle- 
neck could assume serious proportions, It ie time the Railwaye thought about 
4 loop line for coal rakes to avoid the station. 


(4) One of the problems in increasing supply from the Western Coalfields is 
the track capacity of South Central Railway which ie Limited to 80 wagone a 
day. This needs to be enhanced since Central Railway can feed 120 wagons a day 
of coal into the SC Railway, after meeting the needs of Maharashtra's power 
stations. 


(5) The South Eastern Railway, which handles coal from the Bengal-Bihar region 
to the South, operates engines which can haul only a 5O-wagon rake. Other 
railways, such as Northern Railway, have now graduated to using locos which 
can haul 70-wagon coal rakes. If necessary bigger horsepower locos should be 
imported for the South Eastern Railway. 


Contingency Dumps 


(6) Because of frequent track damage along the East Coast trunk route caused 
by floods and cyclones, some contingency dumps have to be opened inland, along 
the broad gauge rail junctions. These dumps should be stocked during fair wea- 
ther and drawn upon only when the main trunk route is disrupted. 





(7) Piece rake movement of coal should be avoided totally, till the Railways 
can overcome their wagon shortage. An inter-modal transport system should be 
arranged wherein dumps can be supplied by rake loads and small consumers, within 
a 400 km radius can pick up their requirements by trucks. The basic idea behind 
this is to reduce not only part rake movements but short distance rail movements 
also. 


(8) For improving the sea-cum-rail route, besides the obvious step of improving 
the performance at Haldia, it may be necessary to introduce an incentive scheme 
to encourage more coastal shipping by small operators. 


it would, of course, be ideal if the Singareni Collieries could be made to 
enhance their output to meet the total demands of the South. But the problem 
here is that the coal in these mines lies at a depth of 500 ft. and below and 
in rather thin seams of 10 to 15 ft. 
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Basically, only underground mining is possible here and underground mines take 
time to be developed, Moreover, their output cannot match those of open cast 
mines, 


The Planning Commission has proposed a capital investment of Re 220 crores 
during the Sixth Plan to increase Singareni's output to 17 million tonnes per 
annum by 1984-85, But, by then the demand in the South will also have increased 
to over 21 million tonnes per year. There is thus no alternative to improving 
the logistics of transporting coal to the South from Coal India's mines. And 
that ia where the Railways come in.

This will be used for technical 
cooperation mainly in the fields of health and family welfare, forestry, drinking 
water supply, fisheries, ground water development and non-formal education. The 
assistance is a grant.

{Excerpts} "“Pengalaman Pribadi Dengan Bung Karno" [Sic: "Pengalaman" probably 
should read "Pengawalan": Private Security Guard with President Sukarno], written 
by Mangil, covers his experiences for 22 years with Bung Karno. Some of the 
stories are funny, some are sad, some make you happy, and some will make you feel 
tense. As the commander of the private security guard, his ex,eriences were very 
valuable. 





One day, writes Mangil, Guntur [Sukarno's son) “told me that he didn't want security 
protection because he was grown up and was already of age. However, at the time 
Guntur had a girlfriend. Perhaps Guntur was ashamed on account of his girlfriend, 
for wherever he went, he was tailed by his security guard. However, I made sure 
that the security guard with Guntur was one of my men who was of the same age as 
Guntur." 


At Independence Palace one day a guest arrived, a beautiful girl from the United 
States. The beautiful girl had an audience with Bung Karno. After meeting with 
Bung Karno, almost every day the beautiful girl chatted with guests and friends of 
Bung Karno's, on the verandah in the rear of the palace while drinking coffee. 


For a long time the young woman was permitted by Bung Karno to be friends with his 
children. Sometimes, she joined them for dancing lessons and similar subjects. The 
beautiful girl from the United States could enter the palace of the president in 
Jakarta freely. 


During a trip of Bung Karno's overseas he was a guest of President Ayub Khan of 
Pakistan. President Ayub Khan asked President Soekarno, “Is it true that in your 
palace in Jakarta there is a beautiful young woman from the United States?" Bung 
Karno anewered clearly, “Yes, there is. She is a friend of my children." Once 
again President Ayub Khan asked Bung Karno, “Do you really know who that beautiful 
young woman is?" Bung Karno replied, “Yes, I know. She is a good person. She 
wants to study dancing, singing, and other art forms in Jakarta." 


Hearing Bung Karno's clear answers, President Ayub Khan smiled and seemed to be 
amused. Later he went on to say to Bung Karno, “Hey, Bung Karno, you should know 
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that the beautiful girl from the United States is a member of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. I have received this information from my intelligence sources 
in Pakistan. I don't know whether, seen up close, the girl is beautiful. However, 
I know that she ie a member of the CIA. Bung Karno, who has seen her up close and 
knows the girl well, does not know who she really is. The beautiful girl is known 
to Pakistani intelligence as a member of CIA." 


When he heard this friendly story from Pakistan, Bung Karno was astonished. 
Pakinetani intelligence was certainly very good, and the president of Pakistan was 
so loyal to Bung Karno that President Ayub Khan wanted to give this very useful 
information to Bung Karno. 


After Bung Karno returned to Jakarta from his trip abroad, the beautiful girl from 
the United States was expelled from the palace by Bung Karno and also expelled from 
Indonesia. Bung Karno even said, “Our national intelligence is no good. The same 
is true of the intelligence system of the Cakrabirawa Regiment [the presidential 
guard formation]." 


According to Bung Karno not just Americans are CIA agents. They can also be other 
nationalities, including Indonesians. In other secret services the CIA can also 
plant its agents. In intelligence terminology such people are called "moles" 
[tikus mondok]. 


In Indonesia the CIA usually employs Indonesians. This includes those who have 
been educated in America as well as Indonesians who have high positions. Ina 
smoothe way they perform services for him, so that the person who is being re- 
cruited as an agent is not aware that he will become a CIA agent. 


CIA agents do not know each other. Important persons in high positions always 

are spied on, not only by the CIA, but also by other secret services, such as, for 
example, the Russian KGB. Usually, CIA members who are assigned the task of 
recruiting agents, work smoothly, using various kinds of cover, such as a sports 
instructor, a reporter, a professor, and many others. They work through a variety 
of stages. Indeed, at times, if they cannot get close to an important person whom 
they want to recruit as an agent, they may go through his family. It happens at 
times that a member of the family is not aware that he is being used by a member 
of CIA or by another secret service. 


For that reason, according to Bung Karno, every Indonesian must be aware of the 
possibility that his association with a foreigner may be used by them. It could 
be even worse, if the relationship is used to damage our country.

APOLOGY TO PRESIDENT BY JASIN 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 11 Apr 81 p 17 
[Article: "Finally Aske Pardon") 


[Excerpts] It happens that a man becomes frightened at what he has done in 
criticizing the leadership of President Soeharto at the beginning of 1980. Now 
Lt Gen (Wartime) M Jasin has made news which is equally astonishing: he has 
asked the president's pardon. The only signer of the ‘Petition of 50" who was 
interrogated by the prosecutor's office six times since July, 1980, has stated to 
the press that he has sent a letter to the president. In the letter he states 
that he withdraws the comments and writings which caused the case to arise which 
is known as the "Jasin Letter Affair." He said, "In the letter I ask pardon of 
the president." 


Apart from apologizing to the president, Jasin also asks pardon of all sections and 
groups which suffered as a result of the case which involved him. "However, it is 
not true that I asked pardon specifically of Gen Yoga [head of BAKIN] and Adm 
Sudomo, as reported in a Jakarta newspaper," he said, clarifying his position. 


The letter of apology was sent by him through the attorney general, Dr Ismail 
Saleh, on 25 March. Just about 10 days later the investigation of his actions was 
declared closed by the office of the state prosecutor. "He asked the attorney 
general to use his powers to dispose of the case," said Iemail Saleh. The new 
attorney general said that basically the president had accepted Jasin's apology. 
The decision whether or not to proceed with the case will be made in the coming 
weeks. 


Indeed, since his name was connected with the “Petition of 50," his activity as a 
businessman has declined. The former commander of Military Region VIII/Brawijaya, 
deputy chief of staff of the Army, and one-time secretary general of the Ministry 
of Public Works, was among the consultants who have many foreign firms among 
their clients. Because his activity was restricted, in the end he was dismissed 
from his positions as the chairman of the board of directors of PT Hayam Wuruk 
Permai, chairman of the board of PT Tristar Electronic, and a member of the board 
of directors of PT Nidya Laksana. The father of 4 children and 3 grandchildren 
has been living very quietly since that time. His full-time job can be said to 
involve jogging, bicycle riding, and bowling. 
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According to Jasin he sent the apology without consulting with his friends in 
advance. Indeed, Dr Sudjono, as his legal adviser, was not asked for his views. 


"I really sent the letter from my heart. I had to bear the consequences myse).f," 
he said, 


This was confirmed by a friend who had also signed the "Petition of 50," Lt Gen 
(Wartime) Ali Sadikin. "That is his personal affair. The petition remains 
intact and stands as is," Ali Sadikin said. 
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TERROR AS A TECHNIQUE OF COMMUNIST STRATEGY

[Article: "Chairman of West Java Council of Religious Leaders, E Z Muctaqien: 
Terror Is a Communist Stratagem to Destroy the Armed Forces and Islan’ | 


[Excerpts] The hijacking of the Garuda aircraft, as a form of terror, is one 
communist technique to destroy two major forces in Indonesia, the armed forces and 
the Islamic community. "For that reason such actions cannot be tolerated by us," 
said E Z Mutaqien, chairman of the West Java Council of Muslim Religious Leaders, 
said in answer to questions by HARIAN UMUM AB in Bandung on Saturday [4 April]. 


According to him, the communists always try to destroy the Islamice community in 
Indonesia. He mentioned three characteristics of communist strategy used to 
destroy the Islamic community in Indonesia: 


First, by inciting differences between leaders of the Islamic community who are in 
the government and those who are outside the government. The two are set against 
each other until they both fall. 


Secondly, they introduce new ways of chinking, using the name of Islam. In this way 
the Islamic community is kept busy with such matters. 


Thirdly, the communists always try to ensure that the Islamic community is angry 
abouth something. They create and stimulate incidents having that effect, so 
that the Islamic community is always tense and emotional. 


He gave the following example: "If there are two wrestlers who are equally brave, 
and they are matched against each other, one of them first tries to make his 
opponent angry. When he is angry, he will certainly lose the match." 


To deal with the communist strategy, he said that the only way for the Islamic 
community is unity through the Council of Muslim Religious Leaders. It was hoped 
that members of the community would report if they observed strange developments 
which could result in divisions within the Islamic community. "If the question 
involves religion, the Council of Muslim Religious Leaders will resolve it. How- 
ever, if the question concerns politics or criminal matters, we will turn it over 
to the government," he said. 
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The chairman of the West Java Council of Muslim Religious Leaders said further that 
people often misunderstand the meaning of “fundamentalist,” which te often identi- 
fied with “terroriem” or “extremist groupe." 


lelumic fundamentalists are those who adhere to lelam in a basic way. And if a 
fundamentalist has thought through the teachings of Lelam in a basic way, it is not 
possible that he will become a terrorist or have an extremist point of view, he 
continued, 


Meanwhile, people who call themselves Muslims but carry out hijackinge or other 
acts of terror are Muslims who have thought about the teachings of Lelam on the 
basis of only selected portions of Muslim teachings. "Thus, Lelam gust be con- 
sidered as a whole. That is what funadmentaliet means in Islam," he said. 


Yor the Indonesian Ielamic community, which has experienced some difficulties at 
the present time, there is no other choice than to join with the government in 
developing our country and nation. 


Regarding the fact that there are still mieunderetandings regarding the "Lelamic 
Awakening,” he eaid that such a term wae not synonymous with “revolution.” Accord- 
ing to him, the Islamic awakening was created by the Islamic commmity under 
conditions requiring anewers to the challenges of ignorance, poverty, and 
development, ae well as the development of the Ielamic community iteelf. 


Regarding the followers of “Islam Murni” [Pure Islam] who were involved in the 
"Cieendo Affair" and the “Letiqamah Mosque Affair,” the chairman of the West Java 
Council of Muelim Religious Leaders stated that a year ago the Council had reported 
on the activity of a young man named Imran, who was carrying on activity which 
disturbed the community. Their activities were excluded from Istiqamah Mosque, and 
they moved to the mosque at Cimahi. However, they no longer had many followers. 
Their leaders in Cimahi were arrested. There were still a few of them left. 


When he was asked whether it is proper for them to be called Muslims, E X Mutaqien 
said that in practice up to now they often treated other members of the Islamic 
community as unbelievers. In Islamic law anyone who twice calle his brother in 
religion an unbeliever himself is an unbeliever. 





"Thus, it is clear that both the hijackers and the followers of ‘Ielam Murni' are 
not Muslims. They are unbelievers,” he said.

FIRE BOMBS ON AIRCRAFT 





Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 6 Apr 81 pp i, 8 


[Article: “Patled Sabotage Attempt Seriously Examined: ‘Time Bomb' Once Place on 
Aircraft Bound for Surabaya") 


[Excerpte} Minister of Communications Ruemin Nuryadin, in a statement made in Bali, 
said that before the hijacking of the Garuda DC-9 aircraft "Woyla" there has been 
sabotage attempte against Garuda and Merpati aircraft on the route to Surabaya. 


Police sources contacted by MERDEKA confirmed that the sabotage attempts had 
oceurred. According to the MERDEKA source at police headquarters, when the Garuda 
DC-9 was flying over Semarang, the captain and the co-pilot saw dense smoke coming 
out of a part of the aircraft. The Captain and co-pilot immediately informed the 
authorities at Juanda airfield in Surabaya. As soon as the aircraft landed, the 
fire department at the airfield sprayed water on the burning baggage compartment. 
The fire was quickly brought under control. 


A futher investigation carried out by the police indicated that the fire in the 
baggage compartment of the Garuda DC-9 aircraft was the result of a kind of "time 
bomb" which had been placed in the belly of the aircraft. According to the MERDEKA 
source, the police found a battery, cables, matches, some bottles containing gas- 
oline, a control device set in the "on" position, and a timer. 


The time bomb which had been slipped in with the freight carried in the baggage 
compartment of the Garuda DC-9 was timed to go off in 65 minutes. This was calcu- 
lated, based on the evidence provided by the timer which had been found. 


According to the police investigation, the timer, which was connected to the 
cables and to the battery, could have caused a fire. It was calculated that the 
fire, once etarted, would have set fire to the gasoline stored in the 16 bottles. 
However, because of the position of the aircraft, which flew at a height of 6,000 
feet, where the air at that altitude is thin, the fire which was burning in the 
baggage compartment did not spread to the wing tanks containing the fuel. 


The attempted sabotage of the Garuda DC-9 aircraft thus failed. In view of this 
failure, it was believed that the perpetrators of this attempt would do the same to 
an aircraft of Merpati Nusantara Airlines in a flight from Jakarta to Surabaya. 
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However, this attempt aleo met with failure. The “time bomb" which had been set and 
slipped in among the freight carried in the baggage compartment went off and later 
burned the contente of the baggage compartment. However, the crew of the aircraft 
learned of the incident and asked for help from the authorities at Juanda airport 


in Surabaya. The fire in the baggage compartment of the aircraft wae then brought 
under control, 


Since these incidents occurred, the check of passengers and freight has indeed 
become more careful.

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‘MAIL’ CONDEMNS POLICE FOR USE OF TORTURE 
Pesawar KHYBER MAIL in English 24 May 81 p 3 
[Kditorial: "Police Torture") 


lvexe] Yet another news comes, from Karachi this time, of alleged torture by the 
police, which resulted in the killing of a man and so much injury to his wife that 
she had to be hospitalized, This is not the first story of its kind which has 
filtered through the press, There have been many others. Though in all such 
cases, enquiry had been ordered by the Governor or Chiefs of Police, the results 
of such investigations have not been made public. Hardened criminals, say the 
Police, do not easily allow themselves to fruitful interrogation and they have to 
be used harshly to let them give out details of their crime, We do not agree, 
There is a great chance of honest and innocent people, brought into the vortex of 
circumstances, to make a false confession in order to save themselves from an 
immediate physical misuse. Torture in such cases is the progenitor of a gross 
injustice, In a country where torture of the accused is considered an efficacious 
method of obtaining facts, there is a greater chance of a total dereliction of 
justice, It is also against the basic principles of law, which defines an accused 
to be considered innocent until otherwise proved. Innumerable cases have shown 
that a person may become the victim of a number of situations in which he might 
have been caught by an irony of events which may point towards the finger of 
certainty for a crime, though they may be quite unconcerned with it. A very simple 
and hypothetical situation may be that of a man, while on a simple constitutional 
at any hour of the night may be saddled with stolen goods by another chased by 

the guards and on his way to flight and the police coming up on him before he is 
aware of what was about to hit him and finding on him the corpus delicti. In 
police investigation in our country, there is no scope for alibis. Presumptions 
are carried through at such a fast pace and without scientific investigations that 
it leaves people completely aghast. This is followed so inevitably by the use of 
the stick and other instruments of torture that some have not gumption left but to 
confess, 


Although in law confessions made before the poli. a° e¢ no legal standing and can 
easily be repudiated before a magistrate, but the coucpiracy of circumstances lands 
him to another torture, that of the trial and imprisonment. There are cases in 
which an accused lingers in incarceration for months if not years before he is 
proved not guilty before the law. There exists no compensation for his being put 
to trial for something which he did not commit, or for the expense, wastage of 
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productive time, the tragedies which might have followed to the family of which he 
might have been the sole bread-earner, There is also no punishment in law for the 
police officer who has so viciously involved an innocent person with full intent 
and deliberation, 


Everyone knows that there are two most obvious reasons for the police personnel 
acting in such a way, One is to evince their efficiency before their bosses, 

and the other to fill their own pockets with illegal cash, Often enough their 
efficiency is questionable, Only the other day, the President himself listened 

to a complaint by a couple who informed him that the murderer of their only child 
in November last had not been apprehended till now because the possible criminals 
were "influential" people, which means capable of getting matters hushed up with 
cash! Such a possible reach is rare and one can surmise the extent of this malady 
in cases where there is no appeal, Torture in itself is uncivilised and brutal, 
even of criminals, as it has no legal sanction behind it, But to torture an 
accused until he succumbs to his injuries during the process is horrifying in the 
extreme, Then, for the police to lay their hands on a woman, as in the Karachi 
case, is taking conduct back to the days of primitiveness of a million years. 
Departmental enquiries are often less than useless, as they hardly produce any 
results. There is something basically wrong in our procedures to stem crime, 
Unless this approach is eradicated root and branch, there would be other cases, 

as there have been in the past. The problem has to be tackled on a national level 
and only effective remedies have to be prescribed instead of minor patchwork here 
and there,

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POPULATLON GROWTH IN URBAN AREAS TAXES HEALTH CARE

[Text] lslamabad, May 22=-Rapid growth of population, low per capita income, 
inadequate nutrition and crowded and insanitary living conditions are the root- 
cause of the high Level of morbidity and other problems in the country, said 
Dr A.R, Rukanuddin, Chief of Population and Development Section at the Pakistan 
institute of Development Economics, while talking to The Muslim, here today. 


He said health facilities in the country were still quite low as compared to 
even miny of the developing countries. Moreover, public health facilities were 
particularly inadequate in rural areas, 


For example, he said, more than 81 percent of hospital beds were available in 
urban areas and almost 48 percent of dispensaries and basic health units were 
also located here, This indicated that the existing public health facilities, 
already inadequate in rural areas, would not be able to cope with the rapidly 
growing population, he added, 


While elaborating this, he said the bulk of diet people consumed, consisted of 
cereals, Wheat was the dominant component, constituting 83 percent of the total 
cereal intake. The consumption of protective food, such as meat, fish, eggs, 
{ruits, vegetables and dairy products, was quite meagre, He said it fell short 
of the requirements of a belanced diet recommended by the FAO, 


llc said the per capita calorie intake per day in Pakistan was 2218; of which 

81 percent was derived from carbohydrate foods, such as cereals, starchy roots 
and sugar, compared to 57 percent in the developed regions of the world, The 
per capita annual intake of proteins in Pakistan was about 9 grams. This com- 
pared unfavourably to 42 grams for Europe, 64 for the U.S.A. and Canada, 17 for 
Japan and the world average of 24 grams, 


lic said the findings of two nutrition surveys carried out recently had shown that 
the poor quality diets were minly responsible for severe malnutrition among the 
children and adults, and particularly among the females, in the form of specific 
deficiency diseases like anaemia, conjunctival pollar and ostemlale,. 
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it had been estimated that about half of the individuals covered by the survey 
did mot meet their full recommended dietary allowance for calories, with one-

THERE are forms of corruption which cannot be easily 
eradicated. Among these are offences committed in violation 
of the Customs Act. Anyone who's anyone at all can bring in 


any item that he wants to, and that also with the active 


encouragement and assistance of the national carrier. If one 
wants to make easy money, the only thing one requires is a 
retum ticket to the Far or the Middle East or wherever the 
oing is good. One will fly, for instance, to Hong Kong, buy a 

undred or more jeans or bagsful of children’s wear and will 
have what the PIA calls ‘excess baggage’. Back in Islamabad or 
Karachi, he can negotiate, hand in an appropriate amount in 
dollars and all his suitcases will be suitably ‘cleared’. He can 
sell the goods to eager shopkeepers in Gulberg or Shadman at 
double or triple the price and net a cool ten thousand—tax- 
free. If one starts with say, ten thousand, one will have 
anything in the neighbourhood of 250,000 for just eight trips 
taken and expenses paid. There are people who have done this 
with exciting results by throwing conscience, national interest 
and uncomfortable things like that overbuard. 


We can't, of course, prove ail this but we are sure that un- 
official and unrecorded imports are far more lucrative than 
those for which you have to seek permission and permits from 
the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. But if the 
Government has any intention ai all of stopping or even limit- 
ing — imports, it will have to enter the field itself. One 
way of doing so could be the establishment of duty-free 
dollar shops at our interntional airports. Any one who is 
coming home loaded with petrodollars, could land at Karachi, 
for instance, pay in foreign exchange for all the VCRs, music 
systems and other electronic bric a brac, = whatever he 
needs for himself and sell the rest at great profit in the open 
market of to individual customers. Some of the dollars will 
Start coming home, prices will go down somewhat and, above 
all, the PIA and Customs people will lose a lot of dough they 
don't deserve. Workers overseas will be spared a lot of bother 
with these two departments and who couldn't love to see just 
that! Controls lead to corrupuon even in centrally planned 
ecunomies, not to speak of poor, underdeveloped countries 
like Pakistan. There's no other way we could force the Cus- 
toms and the PIA staff to play the game as it ought to be 
played.
